Maj. Logan’s Death, 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, Dec. 20, 8 p.m.—[{By Ma- 
nila Cable.] Maj.-Gen. Lawton’s hody 
was brought from San Mateo to Ma- 
nila this afternoon, his staff and a 
squadron of cavalry acting as escort. 
It was found necessary to bridge the 
river. 

The funeral will take place from his 
late residence’ here, a mansion for- 
merly occupied by a Spanish general. 
The body has been placed temporarily 
in a vault in El Paco Cemetery, where 
many American soldiers have been in- 
terred, and a guard of honor will be 
maintained. When Mrs. Lawton an? 
her four children shall have completed 
their arrangements for returning to the 
United States, the remains will be taken 
on a transport, with an escort of offi- 
cers, for final interment, as is thought 
probable here, in @rlington Cemetery. 

Gen. Lawton’s death has caused gen- 
eral sorrow in Manita--No American 
officer had greater popularity among 
all ranks, and in his Gealing with the 
natives he commandei their respect 
end conficdkace degree. 
The: Mayory Whori he installed in the 
neighboring towns are arranging to.at- 
tend the funeral in a body.. : 

To LaWwton’s executive abil- 
ity and personal leadership is chiefly 
due the brilliant explanation of 
the plam cf campaign in North- 
ern Luzon, which has_ scattered 
the insurgents from San Isidro to the 
Gulf of Lingayen. That section of the 
island, which had to be traversed dur- 
ing the very worst season of the year, 
presented difficulties considered by all 
acquainted with it to be almost insur- 
mountable, but Gen. Lawton thor- 
oughly covered the programme 
signed to him. 

When he reached Tayug and found 
that the other division had not ar- 
rived, he went through to Dagupan on 
his own responsibility. Although he 
imposed great hardships upon his men, 
he invariably shared their lot cheer- 
fully. 

Thirteen Americans, including three 
officers, were wounded in the ‘engage- 
ment at San Mateo, where Gen. Law- 
ton was killed. Capt. Breckinridge’s 
wound is not considered dangerous, 
although the bullet penetrated his arm 
and. side. 

It is estimated. that>the insurgents 
numbered 500, and half of them were 
armed with rifles. The Americans 
numbered 1300, but the command had 
been much depleted by sickness. The 
wagon train found the roads impassable 
and was obliged to return. 

The insurgents retreated to the north- 
east, leaving six dead. They have other 
forces near Taytay. This region, al- 
though close to Manila, has proved the 
most difficult from which to dislodge 
the enemy. It is now reported that the 
insurgents intend to concentrate at 
Santa Cruz, Laguna province, and in 
the district east of Laguna de Bay. 

The American secret service reports 
that Aguinaldo has joined the Mari- 
quina forces. 


PRESIDENT’S CABLEGRAM. 


HE SHARES SOLDIERS’ GRIEF. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The Presj- 
dent today sent the following cable- 
gram to Gen. Otis: 

“Gen. Otis, Manila: I have learned 
with inexpressible sorrow of the 
death of Maj.-Gen. Lawton, and ask to 
share with the officers and men of the 
Eighth Corps in their grief. One of the 
most gallant officers of the army has 
fallen. At the time thé sad news came 
to us, his nomination as brigadier-gen- 
eral of the regular army was already 
made out for transmission to the Sen- 
ate, but no rank can enhance his fame. 
He rose from the ranks of the Ninth 
Indiana Volunteers, filling every grade 
in the service, to that of major-general 
of voluntéers, and in three wars was 
conspicuous for bravery and devotion 
to duty. The country mourns the death 
of this intrepid leader. Convey to Mrs. 
Lawton my heartfelt sympathy in her 
overshadowing affliction.

Secretary Root cabled as follows: 

“WAR DEPARTMENT, Dec. 20, 
1899.—Otis, Manila: I join with the offi- 
cers and men of the Eighth Army Corps 
in deepest regret over the death of their 
heroic comrade, Gen. Lawton. I beg 
you to convey to Mrs. Lawton expres- 
sion of my sjncere sympathy. It was 
the ideal death of a soldier, as his 
splendid courage and devotion to duty 
has met the ideal of a soldier’s life. 
The sad news will be announced to the 
army, and due ceremonies of respect

_ STATEMENT TO THE PEOPLE. 
GEN. LAWTON DIED A POOR MAN. 
{[A. P. DAY REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—It is the 
intention of the War Department offi- 
cials to have the remains brought to 
the United States for final interment, 
but it is not kmown when this can 
be done. Gen. Lawton died a poor 
man, although but few beyond his 
circle of immediate friends knew of 
the small pecuniary return .that had 
come to him for his life work in be- 
half of his country. Therefore some 
of these friends have thought proper 
now to come to the aid of his tamily 
with the following statement ad- 
dressed to the American people, issued 
today: 

“WASHINGTON, Dec. 29, 1899.— 
Maj.-Gen. Henry W. Lawton, N.8.V.., 
whose death occurred at San Mateo, 
island of Luzon, December 18, 1599, 
has left little but his good name as 
a legacy to his wife and children. <A 
piece of. property purchased by him as 
a home in California has a mortgage 
of half the purchase price still out- 
standing and unliquidated. The under- 
signed have voluntarily associated 
themselves together for the purpose of 
raising funds to pay off the indebted- 
ness. Contributions will be  thank- 
fully received by them, and be de- 
voted to the object herein above set 
forth. The aid of the newspapers of 
the country is requested.

SECRETARY ROOT’S STATEMENT. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Senator 
Fairbanks saw the President today in 
regard to the return of Gen. Lawton’s 
body to the United States. The Senator 
suggested that the funeral services be 
given something of a national charac- 
ter. Secretary Root made the follow- 
ing statement in regard to the death 
of Gen. Lawton: 4

irreparable,-as in the case of Gen. Law- 
ton’s’ death, Bbéevatise he not only pos- 
sessed the highest soldierly qualities, 
but the process of selection by actual 
experience had brought about universal 
recognition of these qualities while he 


-was in the full vigor of life, so that the 
‘opportunity for great usefulness and 


the highest commands lay before him. 
He had not merely the quality of cour- 
age, but the quality of command, which 
inspired his troops with his indomitable 
will and disregard of danger. When the 
story .of his march through central 
and northern Luzon in the autumn of 
1899 comes to be written, I believe that 
the crowning achievement of his life o 
strenuous and noble service will ad 
luster to American arms and secure for 
him an. enduring place as one of the 
heroic figures of American history.” 
INDIANAPOLIS SUBSCRIBES 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dee. 29.—Within 
two hours after the publication of the 
appeal from the War Department for 
aid for the widow of Maj.-Gen. Lawton, 
$500 was subscribed in this city by 
seven persons. Cant. W. E. English, 
who served with.Gen. Lawton in the 
Spanish-American war, headed the list 
with $100. H. H. Hanna, who was at 
the head of the monetary convention, 
also subscribed $100. / 


THE KILLING OF LAWTON. 
NEW VERSION OF THE STORY. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—fExclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s special from Ma- 
nila savs the fighting in which Lawton 
was killed Monday. was a compara- 
tively trivial affair, being simply a 
small part of a general scheme of fin- 
ishing the campaign. Lockett’s Elev- 
enth Cavalry started to cross San ‘Ma- 
teo River above the town of the same 
name for the purpose of flanking the 
insurgents, when their firing was 
heard. Lieut.-Col. Sargent, with two 
battalions of the Twenty-ninth Volun- 
teer Infantry, was to make a direct 


attack. Lawton personally” directed 
Lieut.-Col. Sargent’s crossing of the 
river. Sargent was unable to cross 


immediately in front of San Mateo, as 
the typhoon had transformed the river 
inte a-torrent. 

Lawton stood high up on the river 
bank, watching Sargent’s men. Capt. 
Breckenridge, one of his aides, had 
been shot in the groin, and Lawton 
went to speak to him‘as the litter was 
being carried away. Capt..Sewell, an- 
other of the general's aides, warned 
Lawton that the insurgents were ma. 
ing special efforts to hit him. Lawton 
was just about to speak to Cast. 
Breckenridge, when he threw his hands 
up, blood spurted from his mouth, and 


-he fell without saying a word. He had 


been shot squarely through the heart, 
and died almost instantly. 

Meantime Sargent had charged on 
the insurgents, and had driven them 
into Lockett’s hands. The other lo3;:s 
were twenty killed and wounded. Th2 
death of Lawton was the hardest blow 
possible to inflict on the Americans at 
this moment. The ultimate result will 
not be changed, but it will be almost 
impossiBle to find a man to replad-e 
Lawton. His death is not likely to have 
any effect on the insurgents, as they 
had already reported several times that 
Lawton had been killed. -

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—[xclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Sugar Trust con- 
tinues to get fussy over the possible 
tariff changes which it fears the ad-. 
ministration will make respecting 
sugar from Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. The trust has its lobby 
at work in Washington to forestall any 
tariff change, to let sugar in at re- 
duced rates of duty, and it has” suc- 
ceeded in getting beet-sugar: men in 
California Michigan interested 
with it. The sugar problem is a 
pretty hard one for the administra- 
tion to handle. But for this adminis- 
tration’s good work, there would be 
only about one-half as much beet- 
sugar now manufactured in this coun- 
try as at prestnt. Secretary Wilson 
hag built up this business mostly by 
encpuraging people to go into it. Now 
the administration is confronted with 
the Porto Rican and Philippine sugar 
problems. 

The Sugar Trust is afraid that its 
profits, already sadly reduced’ by the 
sugar-trade war, will be cut still fur- 
ther by tariff reduction. From this it 
is pretty plain that the sugar output 
of the new islands will come into pos- 
session of the United States. The 
beet-sugar men do not really know 
what effect the reduced tariff on cane 
sugar would have upon them. Some 
men say there would be no effect. 

In a recently-printed interview, Con- 
gressman Barham ef California 
the United States simply must have 
more cane sugar than it can produce, 
no matter if we are supplying the 
world with beet sugar. The Presi- 
dent is looking out for beet-sugar 
men especially. He evidently  be-

OUR PRINCE OF FIGHTERS. 

J. G. SCHURMAN’S TRIBUTE. 

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

ITHACA (N. Y.,) Dec. 20.—President 
J. G. Schurman, president of Cornell, 
the head of the Philippine Commission, 
said today, relative to the death of 
Maj.-Gen. Lawton: 

“Gen. Lawton’s death is a great pub- 
lic calamity. At the front and in the 
very eye of danger, the post he always 
sought for himself, our prince of fight- 
ers, has fallen. In him the army loses 
a mighty inspiration, the public a sure 
bulwark of confidence. Fearless, impet- 
uous and always successful, so that 
his very name was in itself the 
strength of legions, Lawton was al- 
ways a noble and, attractive man, a 
kind general, sympathetic, loyal and 


honorable, the very flower of American | 


manhood. His power, deterimnation, 
simplicity, straightforwardness and in- 
tuitive sympathy made a combination 
of qualities peculiarly effective in deal- 
ing with orientals. 

“From the moment of his arrival in 
Manila, he enjoyed the confidence and 
affection of Americans, as he soon won 
not. only the fear, but the respect of the 
Filipinos. Fighter, though he was, no 
man more loyally or cordially adopted 
the policy of conciliating the Filipinos. 
That clear mind and sound heart soon 
discerned that force was not the sole 
solution of our problem there. He 
heartily advocated displacement of mil- 
itary power by civil government, in 
which the natives should manage their 
own affairs throughout all the regions 
in which American sovereignty had 
been established. 

‘Had he lived, I think no man would 
have contributed more to the pacifica- 
tion of the Filipinos, which is the grave 
problem now confronting us. But it 
has been overwise decreed. The hero’s 
work is done. The nation mourns and 
has ample cause to mourn him. I lay 
my wreath lovingly and reverently on 
his bier, and my heart goes out in deep- 
est sympathy to his noble wife, who, 
with her fatherless children, is now so 
desolate and sorrowful in the Philip- 
pines.”’

STREETS DECORATED AND SA- 
LUTES FIRED IN HIS HONOR. 


Governorship of the Island Formally 
Transferred—Newspapers Predict a 
Bright Future Under the New 
Regime—Sensation Caused by Ar- 
rest of Customhouse Officials. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 
HAVANA, Dec. 20.—[By West Indian 
Cable.] Maj.-Gen. Leonard Wood, the 
new Governor-General, arrived here at 
daybreak today on the steamer Mexico, 
which left New York for this port De- 
cember 16. The steamer was gayly 
decorated with flags. From Cabanas 
fortress a major-general’s salute of 
thirteen guns was fired, and the Cu- 
bans from the Punta fired a Governor- 
General’s salute of twenty-one guns 
by the explosion of petards.

A large 
crowd received Gen. Wood at Nachina 
wharf, and upon landing there he was 
greeted with hearty cheers. He was 
then driven to the Hote! Inglaterra. 
No reception was given to Gen. 
Wood on shore, as the committee 
thought to do this micht show a 


want of proper respect for Gen 
the retiring Governor-Gen- 


One of the callers on Gen. Wood was 
Sefior Quesada, special commissioner 
of Cuba at Washington, who arrived 
on the steamer Mascotte at the same 
time that the new Governor-General 
arrived on the Mexico. 

The welcome given Gen. Wood this 
morning on entering Havana was, ac- 
cording to all old residents, without 
parallel in the history of the island. The 
elaborate display of bunting in the 
harbor and the multitude of boats end 
bands showed that the hastily-formed 
Reception Committee had done exrel- 
lent work. Moreover there was a 
heartiness in the cheering that was 
quite unusual. 

During the morning there was a con- 
Stant stream of callers at the Hete! 
Inglaterre, where Gen. Wood will re- 
main until Gen. Brooke departs. Dur- 
ing the next few days Gen. Wood will 
only attend to routine work at the 
palace. He is the recipient of numcr- 
ous invitations to stay at — private 
houses, but has felt it wiser to remain 
at the hotel. Next Saturday. Gen. Lud- 
low will give an official reception in 
honor of the new Governor. 

Gen. Ludlow, accompanied by his 
staff, visited Gen. Wood by appoint- 
ment at 10 o'clock this morning. It 
was followed by Gen. Wilson and his 
staff. Accompanied by Gen. ‘Chaffee 
and Lieut. Brooks, Gen. Wood called 
upon Gen. Brooke at noon, when the 
Governorship was officially transfer’ed. 
The retiring Governor-General will 
leave for the United States on Saitur- 
day, remaining for some time in Tampa 
before going further north. 

The only additional formal ceremony. 
prior to Gen. Brooke’s departure will 
be the introduction to Gen. Wood of 
all the staff officers, secretaries and 
island officials of note. 

The local papers’ devote considerable 
space to the reception, declaring Gen. 
Wood is the most acceptable man who 
could have been appointed to bring 
Cuba out of her difficulties and into a 
quiet harbor. 

-La Lucha says: “His first act !s 
enough to ingratiate himself with the 
Cuban people, because he declared he 
had no intention to issue a proclama- 
tion. This is a novelty which Cubans 
will keenly appreciate, as it indicates 
that he means to rely upon deeds 
rather’ than words. Cubans will. feel 
that no other Ametican woul be re- 
ceived here with such heartfelt rejoic- 
ing. Our people, of all shades of opin- 
ion, will give him all the assistance in 
their power.” 

The Nuevo Pais believes that “a 
bright future is about to commence,” 
and all the papers allude to the ex- 
traordinary number of representative 
men who participated in the reception. 
Particular reference is made to the 
presence of Gen. Mayo Rodriguez and 
the aides of Gen. Maximo Gomez. Ow- 
ing to illness, Gen. Gomez was not able 
to be present himself. 

WILSON NOT TO RESIGN. 
fA. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—A_ dispatch 
to the Herald from Havana says that 
Gen. J. H. Wilson, commanding the De- 
partment of Matanzas and Santa Clara. 
will not ask to be relieved because of 
Wood’s appointment. He says: “I 
have no intention of asking to be re- 
lieved. I enlisted, so to speak, as long 
as my services might be needed, and I 
have received no intimation that they 
are no longer needed. It would be 
childish because Gen. Wood has been 
appointed to succeed Gen. Brooke for 
me to resign. That was a matter for 
the President to judge of. I shall con- 
tinue at my post until, by the consolida- 
tion of departments or otherwise, my 
services are not needed.”’ 

Gen. Brooke completed arrangements 
for leaving Saturday via Florida. He 
will be given a banquet by the leading 
Cubans on Thursday night. It is sug- 
gested here that the difficulty regarding 
the assignment of Gen. Chaffee may be 
settled by sending him to the Philip- 
pines to succeed Gen. Lawton. 


SENSATIONAL ARRESTS. | 
FRAUD IN CUSTOMHOUSE. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAVANA, Dec. 20.—[By West Indian 
Cable.] An immense _ sensation was 
caused in Havana this afternoon by the 
arrests of ten appraisers of the custom- 
house staff, on a charge of being in col- 
lusion with many Havana merchants 
to swindle the government out of large 
sums. It is asserted that the fraud 
has been practiced for two weeks at 
least, and probably for a longer period, 
and it is believed that thousands of dol- 
lars have been corruptly diverted. 

The swindle was accomplished by a 
classification of articles under which 
valuable goods went into cheap classes. 
Many merchants are likely to be ar- 
rested within the next few days. 

Consternation reigns among many of 


the prominent families of Havana, and 


the men are some of the best known 
socially in town, several belonging to 
the Union Club, the most exclusive so- 
cial organization in the city. All as- 
sert that they do not know why they 
have been arrested, and they believe 
that their arrests are connected with 
the recent arrest of an alleged counter- 
feiter. Members of the Union Club are 
very indignant that their fellow-club- 
men should not have been allowed 
hacks on the way to the city prison. As 
a matter of fact all were marched to 
the prison in a body, surrounded by po- 
lice. Orders were given that their 
friends should not be allowed to com- 
municate with them. Gen. Ludlow, 
who was appealed to on behalf of the 
mother of one of the prisoners, made 
an exception in her case, but this has 
caused much dissatisfaction among the 
others.

CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—The Herald says 
that Brig.-Gen. Thomas A. Anderson, 
commander of the Department of the 
Lakes, with headquarters in-Chicago, 
will be relieved from active duty Jan- 
uary 21, 1900, by the obligatory opera- 
tion of the law retiring army officers 
at the age of 64 years.

with it.’ 

The resolution, at Mr. Hoar’s request, 
was left on the table. 

Mr. Hawley of Connecticut, chairman 
of the Military Affairs Committee, 
drew a sharp speech from Mr. Petti- 
grew by a motion to reconsider a res- 
olution previously introduced by Mr. 
Pettigrew and passed, directing the 
Secretary of War to forward to the 
Senate the full report of the commit- 
tee appoinied by the President to in- 
vestigate the conduct of the Spanish 
war. 

Mr. Pettigrew declared that this was 
a most unusual proceeding, and de- 
+ manded to know whether “it is a part 
of a studied policy to suppress infor- 
mation.” 

“Is it,” he demanded, “along. the 
lines of the suppression of news from 
Manila, not because it is not proper 
news, but because of its possible effect 
upon the people of the country? A day 
or two ago I asked the adoption of a 
resolution of inquiry that I deemed 
perfectly proper. It was laid on the 
table. Was the action taken because the 
resolution indicated that officers of this 
government had recognized the Phil- 
ippine republic? Do you think if such 
a recognition had not been made that 
the resolution would have been laid on 
the table? The fact is, we did recog- 
nize the Philippine republic, and it 
was through the assistance of the 
Philippine vessels that a Spanish gar- 
rison was forced to surrender. 

“It now seems that there are many 
things to be brought to the attention 
of the people. My belief is that we ought 
to have another committee to investi- 
gate the entire conduct of the Spanish 
war. We might investigate the pur- 
chase of army transports for which we 
paid two or three times what they were 
offered for to others. Is this policy of 
the suppression of news and facts to be 
followed for the purpose of reélecting 
the present administration?” 

In reply, Mr. Hawley disclaimed any 
intention of an endeavor to suppress 
any facts. He made the motion simply

RIVER AND HARBOR WORK. 


NO NEW BILL FORTHCOMING. 

| {A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Chairman 
Burton of the River and Harbor Com- 
mittee authorizes the following state- 
ment today: 

“There will probably be no River 
and Harbor Bill at the present ses- 
sion. One strong argument against a 
bill is the fact that the engineers’ of- 
fice will be occupied during the com- 
ing year with projects already  pro- 
vided for. In many cases, plans for 
improvements are not even completed. 
In others, advertisements for bids 
have not yet been made. Another fact 
of importance is the increased price 
of material in the last year. Some 
of the projects already authorized 
cannot be completed for the amounts 
estimated by the engineers. 

“Of course, the demands upon the 
treasury and the amount of revenue 
are facts to be taken into considera- 
tion, although I do not mean to say 
that river and harbor improvements 
are less important than others. 
only because contrary to usual cus- 
toms, the bill was passed during the 
last session of the Jast Congress. I 
recognize, however, that in many ac- 
counts ft is preferable that the Dill 
be considered at this session. There

INVESTIGATION OF TRADE. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—A bill au- 
thorizing the appointment by the Pres- 
ident of a commission to visit China 
and Japan and report upon the com- 
mercial and industrial conditions = of 
those countries was introduced in the 
House today by Representative Hep- 
burn of Iowa. It provides for a com- 
mission of five members, one each from 
the Eastern, Middle, Southern, Western 
and Pacific States. The commission is to 
spend at least one year in China and 
Japan, and $75,000 is provided for the 
expenses. 


TWO SENATE BILLS. 

[A. NIGHT REPORT.]} 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Senators 
Gallinger and Foster, both introduced 
bills today in the Senate authorizing 
the appointment of committees to in- 
vestigate trade conditions in the Orient. 
The commission in each case is to con- 
sist of five members. Senator Gallin- 
ger’s bill provides for one commissioner 


Middle States, one from the Southern 
States, one from the Western States, 
and one from the Pacific Coast States. 

Senator Foster’s bill provides for two 
commissioners from the Atlantic Coast 
States, two from the Pacific Coast 
States, and one from the Middle West. 

Senator McMillan introduced a bill 
for the construction of a Pacific cable 
from San Francisco to Hawaii, Guam 
and the Philippines, the route to be 
decided by a commission. 

Senator Foster introduced a bill to 
authorize the leasing of lands, west of 
the 99th meridian for grazing purposes. 


SAMOAN AGREEMENT. 


FAVORED BY COMMITTEE. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 20.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations today. 
authorized a favorable report upon the 
two treaties negotiated with Great 
Britain and Germany for the dissolution 
of the tripartite agreement for the con- 
trol of the Samoan Islands. 

Senator Bacon, one of the new Demo- 
cratic members of the committee, was 
the only opponent of the treaty, and he 
did not seek to delay the reporting of it 
to the Senate. His opposition was di- 
rected toward the acquisition by this 
country of the island of Tutuila, and 
his opposition to that was based upon 
the contention that the consent of the 
islanders should be first secured. He 
was met on this proposition with the 
statement that the natives were noth- 
ing more than wandering tribes, and 
with the argument that the United 
States could not afford to forego the 


of Pago Pago Harbor, which this 
treaty furnished. 
GERMANY’S DISTINCT AFFRONT. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Considerable aston- 
ishment was created in official circles 
today over the dispatch, from Apia, 
published in the morning newspapers, 
which said that German flags had been 
raised over the Apia Courthouse, De- 
-ember 13, as official notification of 
‘he annexation of the Samoan Islands 
by Germany. As the United States 
has not surrendered possession of the 
island of Upolu, upon which Apia is 
situated, to Germany, and cannot do 
so until the partition treaty has been 
‘atified by the Semate, such proceed- 
ing on the part of German officials 
would constitute a distinct affront to 
‘his government and to Great 
Sritain, whose interest in Samoa still 
remains intact.

TRAINING SHIPS NEEDED. 


CONGRESS TO BE APPEALED TO. 
{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says the 
Navy Department purposes to ask Con- 
gress for $1,000,000 to build two first- 
class training ships of 3000 tons dis- 
.placement each, the Vessels to be 
sheathed and provided with auxiliary 
sail power as well as steam propulsion. 
Such ships are declared to be indis- 
pensable to maintaining a force of 
skilled seamen to work the warships 
now in the fleet. 

It is estimated that the two pro- 
jected vessels cannot be completed 
within two years, and by that time the 
Essex, the Alliance and the Lancaster, 
which are now utilized for training pur- 
poses, will be condemned and laid up 
in Rotten Row. It is regarded as ex- 
tremely important that vessels adapted 
to the duty shall be ready to take their 
places, and in the opinion of the chief 
of navigation, who is in charge of the 
matter, the only solution of the ques- 
tion is to build special ships fitted for 
the service.

apart. The inference is that in some 
prehistoric time this must have been 
a place of refuge in time of danger for 
the pastoral people of the valley. Not 
a single weapon of any kind has been 
discovered, or a flint or stone imple- 
ment; but smiths’ forges, clinkers and 
scraps of rusted iron, speak unmistak- 
ably of the Iron Age. Mill stones scat- 
tered about, tell that millers ground 
their corn on_ the hilltop; Wwo- 
men’s and children’s ornaments, in 
blue and green glass, reveal Phoeni- 
cian traffic; and fragments of 
ofl] and‘ water jars—smooth, unglazed, 
porous pottery—remind of the early 
But the forgotten people who 
lived here in the morning twilight of 
time were not Romans, as the charac- 
ter of their architecture shows, which 
is rather of the type which Romun 
writers call Oppidum and describe &s 
belonging to the aboriginal tribes of 
Western’‘Europe. Not a single inscr'!p- 
tion appears, but there is considerable 
carving, neither Runic nor Christian. 
An enormous granite slab, crowning 
the very summit of the hill, is covered 
with strange pre-Christian trarery and 
evidently figured in some religious rite. 
The Roman historian, Valerius. Maxi- 
mus, speaks of Citania, which he says 
is on a mountain top in Lusitania, ani 
praises the bravery of its people, end 
most Furopean antiquarians are agreed 
that the site of the long-lost city is 
this hill of Sao Romao, in Noerthern 
Portugal. 

From Braga to the Portugese capi- 
tal—two-thirds of the distance siown 
this long and narrow kingdom, is a 
railway journey of about two Lundied 
and fifty miles and a very delightful 
one, though the service is primitive and 
the trains creep at an average rate of 
twelve miles an hour. Poor, sle*py old 
Portugal is eminently tourist's 
paradise—not only in scenic beauty and 
numerous points of histocic interest. 
but in novelty and extreme ‘yuaininess, 
While the beaten routes cf Muropean 
travel have become tedious.” faruiliar, 
this odd little country, Which sé@ems 
to have been standing morirness 2000 
vears, is replete with the charms oa! 
antiquity «ond almost unknown to ts 
world at large. Because of its contour 
Portugal has been compared to a 1ribk- 
bon, stretched between the Spanish 
border. and the Atiantic—a green and 
crumplei ribbon, by reason of nany 
mountain chains, all trending dtag- 
onally across the country. with fercle 
valleys between them. Starting at 
Braga. near the Spanish frontier of 
Minho province, the royal railway runs 
almost due south to the royal city: for 
a long way in sight of the sea, thence 
farther inland at the feef of the moun- 
tains, to the junction at Entro-Camino 


where it joins company with the Tagus 
River. Qporto is only thirty miles 
southwest from Braga, but it takes 


three hours to accomplish the journey. 
Midway between is Guimaraens, the 
oldest city of purely Portuguese origin 
in the kingdom; and if not pressed icr 
time, you wil! do well to stop there 
a day or two. It is a most delightf! 
town, full of rarely picturesque “bi 3" 
for an artist—old Azimel windows, tell- 
ing of Moorish influences: narrow al- 
leys with the eaves of opposite houses 
nearly touching overhead; queerly 
carved Goorways; the street vistas ter- 
minating in glorious views of the moun.

founder of the Portuguese monarchy, 
was born, and you may visit the chapel 
in which he was christened. Here his 
vouth was spent: in the wild country 
around Guimaraens he learned the 
art of war and in his early “teens” be- 
came a trusted leader of troops in the 
yearly forays against Moor and Span- 
iard. Here the first great Christian 
fortress was built, a noble monument of 
the earliest King. It is very simple in 
structure—a thick wall, heavily battle- 
mented, set at each angle with turrets, 
surrounding a level area, from whose 
center a huge, square keep rises to 
giddy height, straight from the living 
granite rock on which its foundations 
are set. So perfectly squared and fitted 
was each enormous block that eight 
centuries have not thrown the ashler 
stones an ineh beyond the plumb-line

battlements, still stand erect and im- 
movable. and every chisel-mark is as 
fresh as if made a few months ago.

CALIFORNIA PIONEERS MEET 
AGAIN AFTER FIFTY YEARS. 


Semi-Centennial Celebration of. the 
Establishment of State Government 
Begins Auspiciously at the 
Garden City. 


Memorial and Historical Exercises Held. 
Sequoia Tree Planted Near the Site 
of the Old Capitol—Music 
and Addresses. 


Miners Buried by Mine Cave-in at 
.Angels Camp—Allison Commission 
Company Fails—Young Oakland 
Man Drops Dead. 


{A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

SAN. JOSE, Dec. 20.—The semi-cen- 
tennial celebration of the establish- 
ment of State government in Cali- 
fornia is now in full blast. The day 
opened bright and sunny, with just 
enough frost in the air to add life to 
all the exercises. There are many 
visitors in the city, coming from all 
parts of the State. The Nevada State 
Band is here to add to the music of 
local bands, and the people throng the 
streets in merry mood. 

The first notable event of the morn- 
ing was the arrival of a number of 
eturdy old pioneers. They were met 
at the depot by a local committee and 
conveyed to City Hall Park, where 
the formal exercises were to be held. 
Among’ these veterans were Niles 

Searles of Berkeley, who came to Cali- 
fornia in 1849;. D. J. Burnett, San 
Francisco; W. H. Hilton, Berkeley; 
James Brooking, Smith’s River; John 
Domingos, Sacramento; F. Dowd, 
Monterey; J. J. Raynok, Santa Cruz; 
G, W. Vincent, San 
P. Bailey, Lathrop; W. Wads- 
worth, Stanford; Gen. T. "s. Hethcum, 
Stockton, and numerous others. Mayor 
Sherman of Oakland, without whom no 
gathering of pioneers is complete, is 
here. 
The first thing on the programme 
was the planting of a sequoia in City 
Hall Park. This tree was planted 
within 200 feet of the spot where the 
old Capitol stood. The pioneers and 
Mexican veterans had charge. The 
playing of the Fifth Regiment Band 
had drawn a large crowd. Col. S. W. 
Boring, the marshal of the day, a 
pioneer and main veteran, called to 
order, and Mayor J. C. Martin made 
a beautiful and feeling address of 

welcome. 

In opening, he said: “This Califor- 
nia sequoia tree, which we. plant to- 
day, as it lifts its evergreen head 
toward heaven, will be a symbol of 
sturdy institutions of the State of 
California. Let us hope that like it 
the people of the State of California 
will always grow upward; that like its 
brethren jin the forest, and that like 
them, frée institutions planted fifty 
years ago by the founders of Cali- 
fornia will outlast the wrecks of 
feebler and less worthy governments 
that will lie along the course of com- 
ing years.” 

He then followed with patriotic ref- 
erence to the coming of the State, and 
‘with bright prophecies of the future, 
closing with a hearty welcome to all 
who came, and thanks to the veterans 
and pioneers for their. assistance. 

Prof. J. W. Allen, formerly of the 
Normal School, read a beautiful al- 
legorical poem composed by himself. 
At the close of the poem the band 
played: patriotic airs, and Light Bat- 
tery C, sent from the Presidio by. Gen. 
Shafter, fired a salute of twenty-one 
guns in honor of the twenty-first State. 

The veterans and pioneers were taken 
for a brief ride, and then given 
‘luncheon at Sleeper Hall, which had 
been grandly decorated. None others 
were admitted save a few _ special 
guests of honor. 

This afternoon the memorial and 
historical exercises are being held. 
Prominent characters from all parts 
of the State took part, and the scenes 
of swearing-in of the Governor, meet- 
ing of the Legislature, announcement 
of appointments and other incidents of 
that day fifty years ago are being re- 
enacted. Men who have taken part 
in making the history the State are 
present, and leading in the exercises. 
Everywhere open house is being kept 
by hospitable people, the general re; 
ception being held at the Courthouse, 
where orchestras discoursed music. 

COMMEMORATIVE

SAN JOSE, Dec. 20.—A great banquet 
was served immediately after the tree- 
planting ceremonies. The spacious au- 
ditorium was filled at the commemora- 
tive inauguration ceremonies in the 
afternoon. Samuel W. Boring called 
the great assemblage to order, and in- 
troduced Mayor Charles J. Martin. 
Mayor Martin’s address was often in- 
terrupted by applause and was fol- 
lowed with a demonstration and music 
by Conterno’s Fifth Regiment Band. 

The address of welcome was re- 
sponded to in behalf of the militar’ 
authorities by Col. Joseph Stewart, WU. 
S.A., retired. who is-one of the oldest 
pioneer soldiers on the Coast. Others 
to respond to the welcome were: Col. 
Wellington C. Burnett, president of the 
Associated Veterans of the Mexican 
War, and Hon. Niles Searles, president 
of the Society of California Pioneers. 
Rev. 8S. H. Willey, D.D., chaplain of 
the first constitutional convention at 
Monterey, offered prayer appropriate 
to the notable historic occasion. 

The introduction of Hon. E. W. Me- 
Kinstry was the signal for a demon- 
tration of enthusiastic applause. His 
address was of thrilling interest. The 
great events of the past of California, 
as regards the triumphs and sorrows 
in the history of the State, were -re- 
ferred to feelingly and eloquently. Aa 
address that aroused much enthusiasm 
was delivered. by Gen. John Bidweil 
of Chico. 

Miss Alma M. Cutter, as California, 
presented an exquisite picture. Her 
maids. of honor, attired in white, were 
Miss Harriet M. Burnett, a_ grand- 
daughter of Gov. Peter H. Burnett; 
Miss Dulce Petterson of Sacramento, 
and Miss Francisco Vallejo, the 
granddaughter of Gen. Mariano G. 
Vallejo. 

At a signal, on the unveiling of 
Gov. Burnett’s bust, the battery of 
artillery fired a salute of thirty-one 
guns from its position in the park south 
of the City Hall, and the Fifth Regi- 
ment Band played ‘Hail to the Chief.”

MINERS BURIED ALIVE.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


FROSTS CAUSE NO DAMAGE. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20.—The fol- 
lowing summary of the weather and 
crop conditions existing in California 
for the past week has been prepared 
by the Department of Agriculture. 

Nearly normal temperatures prevailed 
during the week, and frosts occurred in 
most sections, though too light to cause 
damage. In the central and northern 
portions of the State and in some parts 
of the San Joaquin «Valley rain has 
fallen nearly every day, greatly re- 
tarding the work of plowing and seed- 
ing; in some sections seeding of sum- 
mer-fallowed ground has been aban- 
doned, owéng to the heavy § rainfall. 
Southern California and the southern 
part of the San Joaquin Valley have 
been greatly benefited by rains dur- 
ing the week, and in those sections 


plowing and seeding are progress- 


ing favorably. 

Early-sown grain is growing rap- 
idly, and is in excellent condition. 
Prospects continue good for an in- 
creased acreage of grain and for larger 
crops than last season. Pasturage is 
abundant in all sections and the heavy 
rains in the foothills and snow in the 
mountain regions insure a plentiful 
supply of feed for stock for the coming 
season. Oranges are ripening rapidly 
in the extreme south, but picking pro- 
ceeds slowly, and will not be general 
until after the holidays. Pickled olives 
are being shipped in considerable 
quantities from Butte county, where 
the yield was greatly in excess of last 
season.

Scientific Notes. 


In Germany, at points where there 
is danger in high-voltage electric cur- 
rents, there is a conventional repre- 
sentation of a zigzag bolt of lightning. 
This is painted on transformer cham- 
bers, poles and similar places. 

The application of salt to roadbels 
will be tried this winter in New York. 
It is believed that salt will prevent the 
top soil from freezing, thus obviating 
the mud which invariably comes with 
the thaw. Prof. Burr of Columbia Uni- 
versity says of the proposed experiment 
that the effect of salt would be to 
lower the temperature at which th» 
surface soil would freeze, and it would 
also take up the moisture, and so, per- 
haps, do away with the mud. It is an 
experiment which is well worth trying. 

An extracrdinary operation was per- 
formed ‘a few days ago at Bellevue 
Hospital, New York City. A messen- 
ger boy lost his nose and his right eye 
in a trolley-car accident last June. In 
order to save his life the doctors al- 
lowed his wounds to heal; finally it 
was decided to perform an operation 
which should give the boy some relief 
from the disfigurement .of his face. 
A gutta-percha base was shaped, and 
over this the skin was drawn together 
with fine silk sutures and the wound 
was allowed to heal. The operation 
was an entire success. 

The ordinary belfry bell, in order that 
its full power may be felt, is necessa- 
rily an imposing mass of metal, but an 
Englishman has succeeded in produc- 
ing bells which are absolutely cylin- 
drical and which do away with many 
of the disadvantages of the ordinary 
bells. Whatever the notes that are to 
be furnished, the tubes that give them 
are of constant diameter and thickness 
for the various tones, and differ only in 
length. The result is a great saving 
in metal and the possibility of obtain- 
ing notes with mathematical. precision. 
Such an advantage is not a slight one, 
since the harmonizing of ordinary bells 
necessitates a special corps of tuners. 

Discoveries have recently been made 
in the lava beds of New Mexice which 
throw a new light on the very complete 
systems of reservoirs and irrigation vi- 
aducts which were employed by the 
ancient inhabitants of that part of the 
country. Under the lava which covers 
hundreds of square miles are found 
traces of cemented ditches and reser- 
voirs that are marvels of civil engi- 
neering. Ditches wound in and out at 
the base of the mountain ranges, fol- 
lowing the sinuosities of the canals in 
such a manner as to catch all the 


the loose sand at the mountain’s base. 
Reservoirs at convenient places stored 
the water, which was led in cemented 
ditches across loose soil to the various 
points where it was required. Chasms 
were crossed by viaducts. 


Trans-Atlantic Telephoning.

HOSTILITY TO ENGLAND. 

Quite naturally, the continental press, 
in its commcnts on the fighting in South 
Africa, has cvinced, as a rule, marked 
hostility to Great. Britain. Some of 
these comments have been very savage, | 
er very surly, or very satirical, accord- 
ing to the mood of the commentator, 
the state of his liver, or other accident, 
incident, cr coincidence. In all the 
chorus of comment, which of late has, 
swollen into something like a symphony, | 
there have been few words of sympathy | 
for England, and these have been given 
grudgingly enough, at best. 

Continental Europe is slow to forget, 
and slower still to forgive, the attitude 
of England toward the United States in 
the war between the United States and 
Spain. Americans should also be slow 
to forget that attitude. They should 
remember that the present attitude of 
the European press, which is one of 
almost unanimous hostility toward Eng- 
land, is due in a very large degree to 
the firm and uncompromising friendship 
which the English press and the Eng- 
lish government maintained toward the 
government of the United States during 
the war with Spain. And the \re- 
membrance of this fact should serve to 
remind us of the further fact that had 
it not been for the firm friendship of 
England in the critical period referred 
to, the government of the United States 
would in all probability have been in- 
volved in serious complications, if not 
in actual war, with one or more of the 
European powers, as an outcome of the 
war with Spain. There was a strong 
apparent desire on the part of two or 
three of the old-world powers to med- 
dle in the affair, but the ominous growl 
of the British lion had a singularly de- 
terrent and pacifying effect, which left 
@s with a free hand to carry out our 
plans in our own way, without the dis- 
turbing influence of possible European 
intermeddling. Americans would be ‘in- 
excusably forgetful if they should fail 
to remember these things at this par- 
ticular time, when our kinsmen across 
the sea are in a position even more 
critical than any in which we were 
placed during the American-Spanish 
war. 

The truculent comments of the con- 
tinental press on the situation in South 
Africa, while they may be annoying to 
the English government and people, will 
have little or no influence upon the con- 
duct of the war. The bark of that 
particular dog is a great deal worse. 
than its bite. France and Germany and 
Russia may snarl at Great Britain | 
while the latter’s forces are engaged in 
a foreign war, but they will take it out 
in snarling. They will hardly venture 
upon interference, either individually or 
collectively, while the war is in prog- 
ress, and after the war is over they) 
will be apt to refrain very carefully 
from truculent comment. It is all well 
enough to talk of “the decadence of 
Great Britain,” but not one nor all of 
the continental powers will be willing 
to assume an attitude of open hostility 
to this same “decadent” power, even at. 
the present time, when England is en- 
gaged in a serious hostile enterprise in 
far-off South Africa.

erning the Philippine Islands. These 
resolutions, as a rule, are very wordy, 
and in some cases are very “sassy” in 
addition to being windy. The idea of 
those who put them forward appears 
to be that they will in some manner 
affect the policy which our. government 
will pursue toward the inhabitants of 
the islands, or that in some inscrutable 
way they (the resolutions) will accom- 
plisk some sert of good. . 

This view of the matter is almost 
wholly erroneous. The Congressional 
resolutions of Mr. Bacon, Senator Hpar 
and others, will in no wise affect the 
course of our government in the Phil- 
ippines. About the only result they 
will accomplish will be to allow their 
proponents to air their views, and to 
have those views printed in the Con- 
gressional Record at the government’s 
expense. After these officious “aunties” 
have talked themselves out, and per- 
haps before, Congress will quietly sit 
down on them, and will then proceed 
to devise a sensible government, as lib- 
eral in form as the circumstances will 
warrant, for the island possessions 
which have come to us in consequence | 
of the war, and for which we are there- 
fore umder solemn obligation 
to provide a suitable, safe and liberal 
government. The majority of the Con- 
gress of the United States probably un- 
derstand their duties in this matter quite 
as well as do the small coterie of offi- 
clous individuals who are over-wise in 
their own conceit, and who are trying

porting the administration, to oppress 
the inhabitants of the Philippines, or 
in any manner to rob them of any 
rights to which they are in justice en- 
titled. The self-constituted and measly 
critics of the administration profess to 
think that the natives of the islands 
are in danger, for some inscrutable rea- 
son, of being reduced to a condition of | 


—~ 


slavery, because the President has in- 
sisted upon performing his constitu- 
tional duty of restoring order in the 
islands and repelling the armed attack 
upon the flag of our country. This is, of 
cours?, as wide of the truth as any- 
thing could be. There is not the slight- 
est doubt that. the President and the 
controlling party in Congress will be 
as lenient and as liberal with the Fili- 
pinos as would “Billy” Mason, Grandma 
Hoar, Congressman Lentz, W. J. Bryan, 
of the lusty’ kickers 
against the pricks, were they in posi- 
tions of power. The Filipinos will. be 
given as much freedom as they can 
stand without abusing it; and it would 
be grossly unfair to them, as well as 
unsafe, to give them more. 

The resolutions which have recently 
been introduced in Congress, had they 
been brought forward a few weeks ago, 
would have greatly aided the Filipino 
cause, by encouraging these deluded 
people to continue their armed resist- 
ance to the authority of the United 
States. Now, thanks to the splendid 
work of our brave soldiers in the field, 
there is very little of the Filipino cause 
left to encourage, and the vaporings of 
these seditious individuals in the 
United States will have comparatively 
little effect, inciting armed resistance 
at the seat of war. These American 
Filipinos have already made themselves 
as obndxicus and as ridiculous as they 
could well do, and have done about all 
the real harm of which they were capa- 
ble. They may, therefore, probably, be 
safely Jeft to the public contempt which 
their actions merit. 

The war in the islands will very 
soon be over, and the work of repairing 
the ravages of war will begin. The 
Filipinos will then find that the Amer- 
icans are their real friends, and that 
it will be vastly to their own interest 


to remain under the protecting folds 


of the Stars and Stripes. They will 
be much freer and much more inde- 
pendent under the government which 
we shall give them than they could or 
would be under any “independent” 
government which they could or would 
give themselves. 


GREAT BRITAIN AROUSED. 

The London Times, otherwise known 
as “The Thunderer,” in a recent issue 
commenting on the reverses to the 
British arms in South Africa, and the 
situation with which Great Britain 
suddenly finds herself confronted as a 
consequence of those reverses, declared 
that “neither the Crimean war nor the 
Indian mutiny gave rise to greater 
dangers to the empire than that with 


‘which we are now menaced; nor at 


either of these critical periods,” con- 
tinued the article, “was Great Britain 
so isolated politically, or regarded with 
so much dislike and suspicion as are 
now almost everywhere apparent.” The 
article continued. as follows: 

“Unless the calmness which impresses 
the foreign observer proceeds only from 
apathy or a want of sufficient imagina- 
tion to realize the imminent danger to 
the whole fabric of our empire, the 
great efforts, now urgently required, 
will surely be made before it is too 
late to retrieve the situation. We are 
fighting mot only for supremacy in 
South Africa, but for our position as a 
great power. 
calculated the strength of our foe, and 
we are resolved to make that miscal- 
culation good.” 

This is but one utteramce, among a 
thousand, from British publicists and 
the press, indicative of the fact that 
Great Britain is at last aroused to the 
gravity of the crisis which is upon her 
in this South African business. Within 
the past few days, or since the disaster 
to Gen. Buller’s forces at the Tugela 


River, the war spirit throughout Great } 


Britain has risen to fever heat, and 
volunteers are offering themselves on 
every side, in greater numbers than the 
War Office can accommodate. A million 
men can, and doubtless will, be put 
into the field if such a force should be 
necessary—which it will not be—to in- 
sure success to the British forces: 

It is quite true, as the London Times 
observes, that England is fighting, not 
only for supremacy in South Africa, 
but for her supremacy as a great power. 
Already the continental press is jeering 
at the British government as being 
weak and inadequate, and there are 
intimations of possible intervention in 
case the war be not brought to an end 
in the very near future. All such in- 
timations and threats are idle. While 
the continental nations may jeer at 
Great Britain as a weak nation, they 
are not satisfied in their hearts that 
she is not as strong as she has been 
supposed to be, and not one of them is 
anxious to test her power. Nor would 
any nation of Europe be willing to 
incur the open hostility of Great Britain 
without first ascertaining the attitude 
of the United States on the subject. 


Therefore, there is no immediate pros- 


pect of interference on the part of any 
nation of Europe in the struggle which 
is going on in South Africa. 

But, just the same, it is all-essential 
that the British arms should win a de- 
cisive victory in the very near future, 
in order that English prestige—which, 
there is no use denying, has received a 
setback—may be restored. It will be 
strange, indeed, if the extensive prep* 
arations which are now making for the 
sending of troops to the front do not 
result, eventually, in a sweeping tri- 
umph for the British forces. The re- 
verses which have been suffered will, in 
the end; no doubt, serve as a warning, 
a lesson, and an incitement to the Eng- 
lish troops to do the best that they are 
capable of; and that will mean defeat 
and disaster for their enemies. 


The way the jawsharps at Detroit 
are, behaving with regard to the trusts 
is really a rich joke.

“A Senator very close to the admin- 
istration said tonight, when inter- 
viewed by a Chronicle reporter: ‘The 
administration is not in favor of an 
extra session of the California Legis- 
lature, and any statement published 
in California to that effect is untrue. 
It has not been directly or indirectly 
intimated to the Governor of that 
State that the national party desired 
a& special session of the Legislature 
called for the election of a Senator. 
Both McKinley and Hanna __thor- 
oughly understand the situation in 
California. They are fully convinced 
that if an extra session were held, and 
the railroad monopoly should use its 
money to purchase and corrupt mem- 
bers of the Legislature and compass 
the election of Burns, it would wreck 
the Republican party ‘in that State. 
They do not wish to take any chances. 
The party already has such a large 
majority in the Senate that the im- 


‘portance of one more Senator would 


not compensate for the disastrous ef- 
fect caused by the election of that 
man.’ 

“The Senator was then asked: ‘Will 
Quay be seated?” 

“He replied: ‘I think not. I fear 
the shadow of thé possible appoint- 
ment of Burns and the questions 
raised by the attempted seating of 
Quay have had a marked effect, and 
have caused many Senators who were 
personally very friendly with Quay to 
refrain from voting for him.’ 

“The question was then asked: ‘If 
Burns were elected, would he _ be 
seated?” 

“The Senator replied: ‘No, The of- 
ficial records of our State Department 
contain the facts regarding his im- 
prisonment in Mexico and his futile 
attempt to have our government in- 
terfere to secure his release, and in 
the face of these facts it could not 
permit him to take his seat.’ 

“Various papers have been circulated 
here, notably the New York Herald 
and the Philadelphia North American, 
denouncing Burns, and portraying the 
disastrous results to the country if 
Quay’s acceptance should: lead to an 
attempt to seat Burns of California 
against the ‘wishes of the people of 
his State. 

“A rather ridiculous story has been 
circulated, to the effect that Quay has 
procured a statement from Burns that 
he would not accept the appointment 


if it were tendered to him, but no’ 


one takes any stock in the statement. 

“Another story circulated the 
henchmen of Quay is that there is no 
likelihood of Burns being appointed or 
elected. They claim that no decent 
Legislature would elect him, and that 


as the California Legislature balloted . 


seventy days and failed to elect him, 


‘it could not be brought to such a 


depth of degradation, and that the 
Governor of California would not fly. 
in the face of these facts. 

“Quay’s friends say that he will be 
seated, and expect to accomplish this 
through the aid of Democratic votes. 
These votes, however, can never be 
procured to seat the appointee of the 
Governor of California.”’

TWENTY FORGED CHECKS CASHED 
BY PRESCOTT MERCHANTS. 


Activity in Mining Development. 
Navajo Indians Stealing Cattle on 
the Little Colorado—Platinum Dis- 
coveries Near Williams—Work on 
the Grand Canyon Railway. 


PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Dec. 15.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] A _pleasant- 
speaking man, dressed as a working- 
man and answering for the time the 
name of Hughes, has roughly shaken 
the confidence the Prescott merchants 
have heretofore had in humanity. 
Hughes, telling that he had just come 
from Jerome with his week’s pay, suc- 
ceeded in floating about twenty checks, 
each in the amount of $21.50. Bach 
check was neatly executed, with figures 
punched and with the names of Man- 
ager Allen and Superintendent Giroux 
cleverly forged. The checks had evi- 
dently been printed for the purpose 
and were upon stamped paper. Hughes 
moved on before the forgeries were de- 
tected and has made good his escape. 
He is supposed to be the same man 
who lately disposed of two dozen bo- 
gus railway checks along the line of 
the Santa Fé Pacific. 

To the growing list of persons who 
are to hang for base crimes committed 
within Arizona, has been added the 
name of Francisco Garcia, Garcia has 
had rather a rapid twirl with justice. 
Only about a month ago he killed a 
fellow-workman at the Model mine. 
Captured on the desert west of Phoe- 
nix, he was returned in time for the 
grand jury and went at once to trial. 

The jury in the case of Thomas 
Walker, charged with the murder of 
Richard Bennett, returned to court 
with a verdict of guilty, with punish- 
ment fixed at life imprisonment. The 
jury had been out two days, wrangling 
mainly over the question of the degree 
of the crime. Bennett, a rancher, set- 
ting up the liquor to the world at large 
in a Granite-street saloon, had included 
Walker in his proffer of hospitality. 
Walker refused and alleges that Ben- 
nett struck him. Then defendant took 
four shots at his would-be entertainer. 
One was fatal. Walker has a hard 
record behind him. He is known to 
have killed two men before, at points 
in Southern California, 

Oo. Mexicans lately attempted to 
rob a roadhouse on Groom Creek, six 
miles south of Prescott. The proprie- 
tor, Mike Hermann, was sitting alone, 
apparently the only person in the 
building. As the Mexicans advanced, 
one with a revolver and the other 


handy pistol and warded off a knife 
thrust. Reinforcements simultaneously 
appeared from a rear room and the 
Mexicans fled, with bullets kicking up 
the dust behind them. 

Last Friday, at the Congress mine, 
Alfred Jackson was crushed to death 
by a fall of rock in a stope. At the 
works of the United Verde mine at 
Jerome occurred even a more dreadful 
accident. An Italian workman, care- 
lessly leaning over the edge of the 
feeding floor of the smelter, was caught 
by the traveling electric crane. The 
lower part of his face, with his tongue, 
was cut away as though with a knife, 
as well as three fingers from either 
hand. He lived several days at the 
mine hospital. 

The O K lodging-house, near Granite 
Creek, was lately partly destroyed by 
fire. The loss on the building, $1500, 
was covered by insurance. The prop- 
erty was owned by John Bartholdi of 
Jerome and occupied by Thomas Smith. 
A later fire at M. E. Morin’s bottling 


The Octave Mining Company, man- 
aged by C. P. Collins, has purchased 
the Peery group of mines near Stan- 
ton. The price to be paid is $65,000. 
A forty-stamp mill is to be installed at 
once, and water is to be:piped from 
Peeples Valley, a distance of about 
eight miles. 

Judge J. M. Sanford and N. L. Grif- 
fin have sold to the Empire Mining 
Company the Short Cut, Shelton and 
American -Flag mines on Lynx. Creek. 
The final payment, $10,000, has been 
made, 

E. T. Loy, for several years in charge 
of the Tennessee mine at Chloride, has 
changed to the superintendency of the 
Juno mine, where he is installing a 
steam hoist and is making prepara- 
tions for extensive development of the 
property. 

Several large brick business blocks 
are soon to be built around’ the 
Plaza. John Lawler is: to build next 
the Hawkins Block, and the old Bank 
of Arizona corner is at last to be 
remodeled. 

The sum of $4000 has been guaran- 
teed by a number of the citizens of 
Prescott, and Andrew Carnegie’s offer 
of $4000 for a free public library has 
been “called.” It is probable the 
building will be located on a corner of 
the large Courthouse plaza. 

Jerome’s new operahouse is to be 
formally opened December 19, with the 
presentation of “The Musketeers” by 
the Paul Gilmore troupe. 

The blacksmiths of Jerome have 
organized a trust, and all the busi- 
ness is now done in one shop. 

A large number of Yavapai county 
range cattle are being shipped to 
feeders in the San Joaquin Valley of 
California. 

In the election of Ivanhoe Com- 
mandery, Knights Templars, John J. 
Hawkins was elected Eminent Com- 
mander, and R. N. Fredericks 
corder. Morris Goldwater has been 
elected High Priest in the local chap- 
ter of the Royal Arch, and R. N. 
Fredericks Secretary. | 


THIEVING INDIANS. 
NAVAJOES STEALING CATTLE. 

FLAGSTAFF (Ariz.,) Dec. 15.— 
[Regular Correspondence.]. About all 
the sheep of Northern Arizona are now 
on the trails, bound southward to 
the warmer valleys near Phoenix, and 
along the Gila River. The forestry 
laws proscribe their return to the 
pine belt before May 1. The ruling 
is of little moment to the flock- 
masters, however, for they have al- 
ready found it more profitable to leave 
this vicinity when the first snows 
of winter begin to fall. For the sum- 
mer grazing, the sheep-owners havé a 
full understanding, both among them- 
selves and with the government, and 
will hereafter occupy known ranges 
set apart to their use. Only a few 
eattlemen remain anywhere along the 
line of the Santa Fé Pacific, and the 
woollies are supreme on the northern 
ranges. 

Cattlemen on the Little Colorado 
River are losing large numbers of 
their cattle through the thievery of 
the Navajoes. John Woody and a 
companion found a band of a dozen 
Indians driving off ten of Woody’s 
steers. The Indians showed fight. but 
one of the white men managed to 
drive the cattle away, while the other 
herded the Indians back at the muzzle 
of his rifie. Later they found two 
Indians holding a bunch of fifty 
steers, rounded up from the’ white 
4men’s herds, but the thieves managed 
to escape. Bands of Indians are re- 
ported continually off the reservation 
stealing stock. There seems no pos- 
sible way of coping with the thieves, 
for the tribe numbers about 20,000, 
and the disgusted cattlemen are pre- 
pared to sell out their holdings.

Claims have been located on 
the blanket ledge along Cataract

The ore, which on first glance seems 
to be nothing more than ordinary lime 
carbonate, with a micaceous glint, 1s 
found in a blanket deposit, from ten to 
forty feet below the surface, and its 
quantity is beyond computation. 
Though doubts are still entertained as 
to the authenticity of the discovery, 
prospectors continue to pour into the 
district and the faith of the claim 
owners is unshaken. 

o construction trains are at work 
on the Santa Fé and Grand Cafion 
Railway, track laying being pushed 
that the mines may be reached before 
excessively cold weather sets in. The 
last of the steel and track material 
has been contracted for. It is ex- 
pected that a very considerable freight 
business, in the transportation of cop- 
per ore, will be done this winter.

AS TO SINGING. 


THIS EXERCISE HAS THE MOST 
SALUTARY EFFECTS. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORE, Dec. 16.—Many medical 
men are now recommending their 
patients to study singing, which is 
a most salutary exercise, both by 
virtue of its influence on the emo- 
tions, on the respiratory movements, 
and on the development of the lungs. 
Nothing better “shows the beneficial 
influence of singing in developing the 
chest and warding. off lung diseases 
than the freedom from pulmonary af- 
fections among professional singers. 
Moreover, their general health is ex- 
ceptionally good; and this is probably 
in a large measure atributable not 
only to their necessarily careful plan 
of living, but also to the exercise of 
their calling. Some physicians main- 
tain that for defective chest develop- 
ment, and in chronic heart trouble, 
singing is an unequaled exercise. The 
singer should be clad so as to allow 
absolute freedom of the chest move- 
ments; there should be no constric- 
tion of the neck or waist; the collar 
should be ‘low and ample, and if cor- 
sets are worn, they should be roomy 
and loose. One error into which sing- 
ers, and especially amateurs, fall, is 
to practice too much. The length of 
time to be given to the exercise de- 
pends much upon the character and 
condition of the voice. Specific rules 
cannot be given. Melba, when asked 
how many hours of practice a day she 
would advise for a pupil, said: “No 
hours for a beginner, but minutes. 
I myself never practice more than 
an hour a day, and usually much less.” 
Dr. H. Holbrook Curtis considers forty 
minutes or an hour of actual voice 
practice daily is quite sufficient to de- 
velop most voices. This time should 
be divided into periods of ten or fif- 
teen minutes’ each. Regularity, and 
not long practice hours, which only 
fatigue the voice and wear it out, is 
the greatest aid go advancement. The 
voice develops very gradually, and any 
attempt to force its growth is a fatal 
mistake.

CITY STREET PAVING, 


QUESTION DEALT WITH IN THE 
ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


Either the Streets Should not Be Torn 
Up, or Less Expensive Material 
Used—Coal Men 
Protest. 


Nora O’Laverty and Husband Accused 
of Defrauding M<s. Collins Out 
a Valuable Piece cf 
Property. 


“Sailor. Acquitted of Grand Larceny—J.

In his annual report to the Council 
City Engincer Olmsted will recommend 
that either the city use a less expen- 
sive material in paving than asphalt, 
or else steps be taken to prevent tearing 
up the streets, as soon as they are im- 


proved. Some recommendations re- 
garding the proper regulation of the oil 
business will also be made. 


The Fire Commission yesterday ap- 
proved the plans for the Aliso-street en- 
gine-house, and passed them on to the 
Council. If the Finance Committee can 
raise the necessary funds it is proba- 
ble that construction work will begin 
in a few weeks. 

The 1000 feet of ‘‘Amazon” fire hose re- 
centiy purchased by the fire department 
successfully withstood the test given by 
the department, according to the Chief, 
and was accepted by the commission. 
yesterday. 

Wholesale and retail dealers in coal 
have petitioned the Mayor to appoint a 
city sealer of weights and measures 
to_prevent light-weight sales of coal, 
said to be made by certain retail deal- 
ers. The Mayor favors the plan and 
may send a message to the Council 
concerning the matter.

MERITS OF ASPHALT AND VITRI- 
FIED BRICK COMPARED. 


». 


City Engineer Will Make Several 
Recommendaticns to the Council Re- 
garding Street Paving and the: Oil 
Industry—Aliso-street Engine-house 
Discussed—Sales of Coal. 


City Engineer Olmsted will include 
fn his annual report to the Council a 
comparison of the merits of different 
kinds of paving material. *The report 
takes cognizance of the practice prev- 
alent in this city of cutting up the 
JaAvement almost as soon as it is down 
for the purpose of constructing a sewer, 
Street-car rails, a conduit system or 
some other form of improvement, and 
suggests the advisability of either dis- 
continuing the practice or putting in 
less expensive material to start with. 
Some of the most expensive pavement 
that the city has placed on the streets 
has been cut up in this way within a 
few weeks of the time it has been 
completed, and theproperty-owners who 
bear the expense of such work have 
protested loud and long. 

A portion of the report, which refers 
to this subject, is as follows: 

“In the matter of city pavements, the 
subject is so bound up with the inva- 
riable practice of cutting trench lines 
through them for all sorts of purposes, 
that it seems to be true, either that 
Wwe should stop putting down as fine 
and expensive pavements as the con- 
crete base asphalt, or introduce great 
conduits through the business streets 
for pipes, wires and ways. There is 
no question but that asphalt is. the 
ideal pavement, if well built, and 
cleaned, and then left alone, so far as 
cutting into it is concerned. It is an 
expensive pavement, and not easily, or 
well patched. The vitrified brick pave- 
ment can be patched, is more durable. 
is not so smooth or sanitary, but will 
‘last longer, and if we are going to keep 
cutting into the street ought to be 
used. It is not fair to the men who 
pay for the pavements to insist upon 
such ideal construction, and then al- 
sow (ae public or corporations or the 
city itself to break it to pieces inside 
of three years.”’ 


THE OIL INDUSTRY. 


The history of the oil development in 
the vicinity of Los Angeles, together 
with some recommendations in regard 
to the proper means of regulating and 
controling it, is included in the re- 
port, as follows: 

“A number of surveys defining the 
official oil limits have been made dur- 
ing the year. 
in Los Angeles was near the corner of 
Patton and State streets in 1892. This 
Was merely a prospective shaft, and 
no further work in this direction was 
done until late in 1894, when a very 
successful well was sunk by Doheney 
& Connon at Second-street Park. From 
this time on the oil business has con- 
tinued to increase, and wells to multi- 
ply until at the present writing some 
1060 wells have been sunk within the 
city. The production to date in this 
territory amounts to 6,000,000 barrels, 
mostly in 1895. The present output is 
100,000 barrels per month. ’ 

“The oil district in Los Angeles is 


confined to a narrow strip of land av-| 


eraging some 750 feet in width, on the 
southern side of an anticlinal fold 
whose axis runs nearly east and west, 
a little north of Elysian Park. The 
test development at first was in 
the neighborhood of the Second-street 
Park, but the wells have been grad- 
ually pushed east as far as the river, 
and west as far as the city boundary. 
The only ordinances fixing the limits 
of the oil field have been those passed 
by the Council for the protection of 
ks and have resulted in defining a

LIGHT-WEIGHT SALES. 
MANY COAL DEALERS PROTEST. 


The wholesale and many of the re- 
tail coal dealers of the city have en- 
tered a protest against an alleged 
growing practice among a few dealers 
to. make light-weight sales of coal. 
It is asserted that some of the dealers 
have resorted to the practice of Sell- 
ing coal at short weight in order to 
undersell their competitors, and that 
by this means the retail price of coal 
has been forced down almost to the 
working a great in- 
justice on those who give full weight. 

At a meeting of the wholesale and 
retail dealers, held the first of the 
week, it was decided to ask the Mayor 
to appoint a city sealer of weights and 
measures, as the best means of  pre- 
venting further fraudulent sales. A 
delegation visited the Mayor and laid 
the case before him. The dealers sug- 
gested that sufficient revenue to pay 
the new official might be raised by 
passing an ordinance imposing a li- 
cense of $1 per month on the retail 
firms that handle coal. 

The city charter provides that the 
Mayor shall appoint an official to be 
known as the City Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, who shall¢R®ive a bond 
in the sum of $5000, and shall make 
an annual report to the Council. The 
charter does not fix the salary of the 
official, and consequently it is neces- 
sary to pass an. ordinance placing him 
on the salary list. For several years

HOME PLACE DEEDED AWAY. 


LITIGATION OVER THE ESTATE UF 
THE LATE MRS. COLLINS. 


Nora O’Laverty and Her Husband 
Charged With Fraud in Constraining 
Her to Sign a Conveyance—Her Son 
Asks to Have the Deed Set Aside. 
Whisky in'the Case. 


Thomas J. Collins, administrator of 
the estate of Julia Collins, was in Judge 
Fitzgerald’s court yesterday suing 
Nora O’Laverty and her husband, J. J. 
O'Laverty, to set aside a certain deed 
of conveyance of real estate as null and 
void, and for the cancellation of the in- 
Strument.’ How Mrs. Collins came ‘to 
give away a $5000 property to compara- 
tive strangers is the subject of the law- 
suit now on trial. ° 

Mrs. Collins was owner of lot 11 in 
Bell’s addition to the city of Los An- 
geles, and for many years prior to her 
death the.same had been her residence 
and that of her family. She aied on 
June 26. For a long time prior thereto 
she had been in ill health, and unabie 
to Wait on or take care of herself, be- 
ing Wholly incapacitated, it is alleged, 
from attending to her business. In 
fact, she is said not to have pretended 
io GO any important business whatever 
Without the aavice and assistance of 
an agent or confidential adviser. She 
Was about 72 years old, and not only 
infirm of body, but, it is averred, also 
weak and vacillating in mind, and 
eusily influenced. She was ignorant, it 
iS averred, and could neither read nor 
write. 

On June 8, it is alleged, the defend- 
ants began to operate some sort of a 
Same to defraud the old woman. Pre- 
tending that they desired her to come 
into town to go on a small bond for 
them in a Justice’s court, and for the 
alleged purpose of getting her under 
their inthuence and control, they are 
said by plaintiff to have inveigied her 
away from her home and to have taken 
her to their house, and there, against 
her wish, Getained her until her death 
on June 26. 

On June 21 Mrs. Collins is said to have 
been particularly weak—suffering from 


especially lacking in mental perception. 
This was defendant’s chance, it is al- 
teged, and fraudulently taking advan- 
tage of her all-around incapacity they 
procured her to sign a deed of convey- 
ance, purporting to convey to Nora 
O’Laverty the old woman’s home place 
without consideration. Then, it is al- 
leged, two or three days after her 
death, they exhibited the conveyance 
as a bona fide deed of gift from Mrs. 
Collins to Mrs. O’Laverty. 

In answer to these allegations the de- 
fendants first set up specific denials, 
and then allege that everything about 
the negotiation was without fraud and 
perfectly straight. They aver:that up 
to the time of her death Mrs. Collins 
was entirely competent to, and did, 
transact all of her business, and 
that, until within a few weeks preced- 
ing her demise, she was in good health. 
It is admitted that she could neither 
read nor write; but denied that she was 
ignorant. On the contrary, they say 
she was a very intelligent woman and 
remarkably good at business, with a 
strong mind and decided opinions of her 
own. Of her own free will, it is averred, 
she went to the Township Court on 
June § to sign an appeal bond for Mrs. 
O’Laverty, and afterward went home 
with her, where she willingly stayed 
till her death on June 26. It is strenu- 
ously denied that. the conveyance was 
without consideration, but contended 
that, on the contrary, it was in good 


faith and without fraud or undue influ- 
ence. 

The testimony of the son, T. J. Col- 
lins, who is her mother’s administrator, 
was to the effect that Mrs. Collins was 
in bad condition physically, and com- 
pelled often to drink from a quart to 
three pints of whisky daily. A doc- 
tor’s bill was presented by Dr. J. J. 
Still for services beginning June 11,. 
amounting to $75, and was introduced 
in evidence. Mrs. Collins went to the 
O’Laverty’s on June §&. 
testified that the old woman, as he re- 
membered her, was never entirely 
sober. 

It is claimed that she was uncon- 
scious most of the time she was with 
the O’Lavertys, who are said to have 
denied her friends admission to her 
bedside. For some time her family 
did not know where she had gone, but 
supposed she was at Newhall, viisting 
a sister. After her death the O’Lav- 
ertys became possessors of the Collins 
home place, which is situated on. Six- 
teenth street, but the son refused to 
give it up, and still holds the fort. 

Mrs. Collins left no will, but her prop- 
erty is estimated to be worth $30,000 or 
$40,000. She had lived in this city for 
twenty years. 


HARVEY DISCHARGED. 
SEDUCTION CHARGE DISMISSED. 


James W. Harvey, whose preliminary 
examination on a charge of seducing 


Margarita Ybarra under promise of 
marriage, lasted ten days or more, 
with a stupendous voluminosity of 


testimony, was ordered discharged by 
Justice James yesterday and his 
bondsmen exonerated. 

The complaining witness is a woman 
24 years of age, and probably _ one- 
half the age of the defendant. Her 
testimony in substance was that she 
met Harvey at Ranchita, where he 
was engaged in the business of mer- 
chandising. Upon the occasion of al- 
most her first visit to his store, she 
said, he told her he would like to 
marry her, and she said “all right.” 
From this point the story of the sum- 
mary courtship, as told by the young 
woman, runs along without serious 
jar until a date for the marriage was 
fixed. Harvey did not fill his ap- 
pointment, and there appears for a 
time to have been a coldness between 
the two. 

After the date fixed for the wed- 
ding, and before that of the alleged 
seduction, Miss Ybarra admits that 
she corresponded with and became 
engaged to another man, but this last 
attachment was broken off when de- 
fendant later renewed his attentions 
to her. On August 12 she testifies that | 
upon coming down Spring street she 
met Harvey, entirely without appoint- 
ment or prearrangement, and then and 
there he proposed to her that she sus- 
tain the relation of mistress to him 
for a time and that he would = then 
marry her. To this proposition she 
assented without debate or considera- 
tion. Defendant failed to marry her. 
and, after she had consulted attorneys 
relative to bringing a suit for dam- 
ages, the criminal complaint was filed. 
The complaining witness, in her testi- 
mony fixed the date of her alleged se- 
duction as August 12, 1899. and swore 
that prior to that date she had com- 
mitted no act of impropriety with de- 
fendant. She also insisted that she 
relied entirely upon defendant's prom- 
ise that he would marry her, when 
she gave her consent to his proposal. 

On behalf of defendant, it was given 
in evidence that the complaining wit- 
ness had, prior to the alleged seduc- 
tion. kept company with women of 
questionable virtue, and had visited 
friends who roomed in lodging-houses 
where the character of the inmates was 
far from being above reproach: fur- 
ther, that she had attended country 
dances held in halls adjoining saloons. 
It was further shown in evidence that 


during the earlier stage of the  ac- 
quaintance of complainant and = de- 
fendant in the country, that com-

piainant was seen frequently at ex- 


tremely early, and sometimes 
hours, at and coming from the store 
of defendant, and where he lived. 

In concluding his decision in the 
matter, Justice James takes occasion 
to construct the statute governing the 
alleged offense, as follows: 

“The statute declares that, in order 
to make the offense of seduction com- 
plete, the complainant must be shown 
to have been a woman of ‘previous 
chaste character,’ and the authorities 


are unanimous in distinguishing be- | 


tween ‘chaste character’ and ‘physical 
chastity.’ In this charge a state of 
mind is involved on the part of the 
complainant which must be determined 
from proof of her habits, the class of 
her associates, and her repute among 
respectable people, who have had an 
opportunity to observe her conduct, 
where evidence of particular acts of 
lewdness or unchgstity is lacking. The 
character of the complaining witness 
might be unchaste, although she had 
never committed an act of physical 
unchastity. 

“In this case it appears that the 
agreement to marry and the giving of 
the assent of complainant, if all is 
true, as she declares, took the charac- 
ter of a business transaction in the 
mind of Miss Ybarra; a matter of ex- 
change by- which she might profit in 
the betterment of her condition pecu- 
niarily or _ socially. The decisions 
declare that a woman will not be pro- 
tected by the criminal law where this 
State of affairs exists. I do not be- 
lieve that such a case is presented 
here as will warrant the use of the 
criminal courts to avenge the breach 
of faith complained of. In submitting 
to the proposal of defendant, I do not 
believe that the complaining witness 
did so through or in consideration of 
sentiment, or affection, or that such 
qualities were appealed. to at all by 
the proposal of defendant.” 


SUIT ABOUT HARD DRIVING. 

BUT NO DAMAGES RECOVERED. 

The case of William R. Murphy 
against L. Ashenfelter and his wife 
was tried before Judge Trask and a 
jury yesterday. Murphy is proprietor 
of the Tallyho stables on Broadway, 
between Seventh and Eighth streets, 


and alleged that on March 22, 1899, the-}. » 
Ashenfelters drove one of his horses 


so immoderately, rapidly and _ reck- 
lessly as to overheat it to such an ex- 
tent that it never recovered from the 
effect of the drive, but is ruined, and 
still unfit for use. The horse, which 
-bay about 7 years old, was taken 
out about 10 o’clock in the morning 


and returned about 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. IIe was driven to La 
Crescenta and back—a distance of 


thirty-six miles. 

Plaintiff alleges that the horse was 
worth easily $125; that he has’ been 
deprived of its use since March, valued 
at $195, and that he was compelled to 
spend $7.50 for the services of a vet- 
erinary surgeon. Judgment for 
$327.50 was asked. The jury’s verdict, 
however, was for the defendants. 


BISHOP’S. PARSONAGE. 
PETITION FOR LEAVE TO SELL. 
J. R. Toberman, C. F. Harper and 
M. L. Wicks, as trustees, have filed 
an application in the Superior Court 
for leave to sell the bishop’s parsonage 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South: It is situated in this city in 
the Park Villa tract. They say that 
there is no such bishop resident on this 
Coast, nor is there any reason to be- 
lieve that there will soon be one, and 
the house has been vacant many 
months, and cannot be rented. The 
representation is made that $4000 is 
due for the premises, and the Fourth 
Quarterly Conference Trinity Church 
request that they be sold. 

The petition states, relative to the 
price that can be obtained for the 
property, that ‘‘on account of the ap- 
preciation of the American dollar and 
the depreciation of real estate, the said 
property cannot be sold for a greater 
sum than $2600 net.” M. L. Wicks, 
Esq., is attorney for petitioners, whose 
petition will be heard by Judge Shaw 
on the 29th inst. 


NELSON ACQUITTED. 

IMMEDIATELY ARRESTED AGAIN. 

John Nelson, the Santa Monica sailor, 
whose trial on a charge of-grand lar- 
ceny began before Judge Smith and a 
jury on Tuesday, was acquitted yes- 
terday afternoon. It was alleged that 
Nelson had stolen a boat and sailed 
away to the Anacapa Islands to en- 
gage, in a small way, in the pirate pro- 
fession up and down the Santa Barbara 
Channel. Accompanying Nelson was a 
“salt” named Tobe Thompson, who, 
when arraigned, was allowed to plead 
guilty to petty larceny. Nelson, how- 
ever, stood trial and was acquitted as 
having nothing to do with the theft. 

No sooner was the prisoner acquitted 
yesterday and free from the jurisdic- 
tion of the court, than he was imme- 
diately arrested again. He is wanted 
at Santa Monica, says the warrant, for 
stealing a petty batch of rope and other 
nautica! paraphernalia. A free man 
from one charge, he returned home last 
night burdened with another.

A WOMAN WANTS BIG DAMAGES. 
Barbara S. Foshia began a $20,000 
damage suit against the Los Angeles 
Railway Company yesterday.

NOT DR. DODDS’S FAULT. 


WHAT INVESTIGATION OF .LA 
GROW CASE REVEALED. 


As a result. of a letter recently sent 
by the Associated Charities to the’ 
health department of Chicago, the 
health officials of that city are to ren- - 
der what assistance they can to put a 
stop to the sending of indigent con- 
sumptives to this part of the country, 
and particularly to this city. Several 
weeks ago a young man named La 
Grow arrived here in the last stages 
of consumption. He had no money, or 
at least said he had none, and he was 
cared for by the Associated Charities. 
He was sent back to Chicago at the 
expense of the public, but before leav- 
ing he stated that Dr. Robert Dodds 
of Chicago had advised him to come 
here. This case was one among many 
to which the attention of the Associated 
Charities had been called, and Mrs. 
Hannah G. Bath of that organization 


cago. protesting against that practice, 
and informing the officers there that it 
was little less than criminal to send 
such invalids here. Her letter was 
given to the newspapers of Chicago, 
and was much commented on. Yester- 
day Mrs. Bath received an answer 
from Dr. Arthur R. Reynolds, Com- 
missioner of Health of Chicago, in 
which, among other things, he assures 


effort to put a stop to the shipment of 
hopelessly ill persons to this part of 


the country. In the letter is inclosed: a }- 


copy of a letter to him* from Dr. Dodds, 
in which it is explained that he was 
not at all responsible for the La Grow 
case, but that a California physician 
was to blame. Dr. Dodds’s letter fol- 
lows: 

“During the summer La Grow was 
an elevator boy at the Oakland Hotel, 
where I stay. He was attacked with 
tuberculosis, so that he apparently had 
a short time to live. Friends had him 
taken to a hospital where I gave him 
the nitrogen gas treatment. He rallied 
and I told him to go to his home in 
Southern Illinois, but he took his own 
advice, and went to Colorado for about 
six months; when he returned from 
Colorado he went to his. home, where 
he stayed about a month, returning 
again to Chicago. I heard he contem- 
plated going to New Orleans, and when 
I saw him I advised him to stay in 
Illinois, and receive proper care, as 
traveling around would end his days 

ckly. 
— “<b learn that a Dr. J. W. Bark- 
levy of San Francisco, Cal., met La Grow 
at this time, and strongly advised him 
to go to California and work on a 
ranch. The next information I had of 
La Grow was through a friend to whom 
he had written, stating that he had 


gone to California, and I was aston- 
ished to read in this morning's Tribune 


that he stated to Los Angeles people ~ 


§ 


that I advised him to go to Los An- 
geles, which is not true. 

“From the report in the paper he 
seems to be posing as a pauper. This 
he has no right to do, as he realized, I 
learn today, over $1000 from his father’s 
esate before going to California. All I 
did was done gratuitously to help out 
a poor boy, as I then thought, but it 
seems I was mistaken. He went to 
California against my advice, and with- 
out my knowledge, and, as I under- 
stand, on the advice of Dr. J. W. Bark- 
ley of San Francisco. I think this in- 
formation ought to be given the pub- 
licity as was given the other reflecting 
on the profession in Illinois. I shall 
be glad to hear from you further in 
this matter, and that you have notifieu 
the Associated Charities of Los Angeles 
to this effect.

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CAPTURED BY STORM. 


GROSS-MARTIN CASTLE TAKEN BY 
OFFICERS OF THE LAW. | 


Charges of Systematic Bilking of 
Trades People Preferred Against 
the Inmates of a West Adams- 
street Residence—Peculiar Business. 
‘Methods of Mrs. Martin et al. 


After weeks of vain endeavors ‘to 
serve attachments, the Gross-Martin 
castle at No. 1101 West Adams street 
was stormed and taken by police and 
constables yesterday afternoon. The 
te:mi:.etion of the long siege Was not 
altogether satisfactory, as it resulted 
ia. the capture of only one prisoner, 
“Ars. Fred Gross, Sr., and the seizure 
of one sewing machine, several empty 
beer kegs and a few soda bottle cases. 
Warrants for the arrest of’ Mrs. J. W. 
Martin and Fred Gross, Jr., remain 
unsatisfied, as neither was in the castle 
when it was taken, and their where- 
abouts remain unknown to the offi- 
cials. 

The Gross-Martin outfit is one of the 
most puzzling combinations the police 
have had to deal with for some time. 
Complaints have been piling up for 
months at police headquarters and in 
the various constables’ offices, regard- 
ing the peculiar business methods of 
this peculiar gang. Trades people of all 
classes have complained about being 
bilked for various sums, and it seemed 


impossible for any one to get satisfac-_ 


tion. But at last the machinery of the 
law has been sét in motion. 

The combine which has baffled trades- 
men and officials, consists of Mrs. J. 
W. Martin, Fred Gross, Sr., and wife, 
Fred Gross, Jr., and two little girls, 
daughters of Gross, Sr. The little 
girls, however, have nothing to do 
with the case. Mrs. Martin is known 
to many of the old residents as ‘‘Mother 
Rawson,” being the divorced wife of A. 
M. Rawson, formerly a prominent mer- 
chant and proprietor of the Corfu Block 
on South Spring street. , Mrs. Rawson 
was possessed of an estate valued at 
about $100,000 at the time of her divorce. 
She is the mother of three handsome 
daughters, “now all married, and for 
quite a While lived in ease and luxury. 
She subsequently married a man named 
Martin, who is now dead. Mrs. Martin 
could not stand prosperity. Left to the 
management of her own affairs, she 
soon dissipated her fortune, and started 
on a downward career. When the pinch 
of poverty began to be felt, she gave 


up her mansion in the rear of the] 


Bellevue Terrace Hotel and took up 
' quarters in her barn with a coachman 
named Carter. Barn, coach and coach- 
man were lost to her later, and event- 
ually she joined her fortunes with the 
Gross family, with whom she has been 


living and who are accused with her | 


of being guilty of very questionable 
business methods. 

Gross, Sr., is a butcher, and at 
various times has conducted meat mar- 
kets or peddled meat from a wagon. 
His son is a husky young fellow, with- 
out any particular occupation, but ac- 
cording to current‘stories, he-has been 
very thrifty in the business of bilking 
merchants. Three or four months ago 
young Gross is alleged to have called 
upon E. V. Baker, a real estate and 
rental agent at No. 114 South Broad- 
way, to inquire about the renting of 
the premises at No. 1101 West Adams 
street. He said his father desired to 
rent the place. The house, a large 
two-story frame building, belongs to 
San Francisco parties, and had been 
vacant for some time. The key was 


“elivered to the young man so he could } 


snspect the house. He returned ‘to 
Agent Baker's office in due time, said 
the place would suit, the terms mere 
satisfactory, end the family desfred: 

move in same day, but w Ae 


not find it nateotitant to pay the first | 
month’s rent until the following Mon- } 


day. Baker agreed to wait, but the 
rent was not forthcoming on the fol- 
lowing Monday, nor has he been able 
to collect anything to this day, al- 
though the Grosses and Mrs. Martin 
have occupied the house all the while. 
Whenever Baker would call for his 
money, he would find the house locked 
and no one would answer the door bell 
or respond to knocks. 

According to stories told by officers 
of the law and a score or more of 
trades people, the same tactics have 
been followed in respect to evasion of 
payment for merchandise ordered and 
delivered at the house. Numerous in- 
stances could be mentioned in which 
merchants and others are alleged to 
have been bilked. A few cases will 
suffice to illustrate the method pur- 
sued. Among the cases reported to 
the officials are the following: 

A messenger boy on Saturday, De- 
cember 16, delivered a note at Low- 
man & Co.’s store, at No. 131 South 
Spring street, requesting that a lot 
of shirts, collars and other men’s wear 
be sent to No. 1101 West Adams street. 
The note was signed “J. W. Martin.” 
People living in fine houses on West 
Adams street usually have good credit, 
so Lowman & Co. filled the order, 
which amounted to $11.50, with alacrity. 
The goods were delivered. A young 
man received them at the door, took 
them inside, and returning to the 
door, asked the delivery man to wait 
there till he went ‘to his office to get 
the change to settle for the stuff. The 
delivery man waited till patience was 
exhausted, but the young man never 
came back. 

A poor widow living on a ranch out- 
side the city limits, delivered several 
bushels of potatoes and onions at the 
Adams-street house several weeks ago. 
A $20 piece was flashed on her as the 
smallest money in the house. Could 
she call next day for her pay, as the 
proper change would then be forth- 
coming? The widow has called almost 
every day since, but no one has ever 
responded to her rings or knocks. 

An old cobbler at No. 834 Jefferson 
street did $2 worth of mending for the 
Gross-Martin outfit. He delivered the 
shoes at the house and asked for his 
money. The young man who came to 
the door said the folks were calling 
next door (a vacant house;) he would 
go over and get some change from 
‘them. He went away and returned 
into the mysterious castle secretly by 
the back door, while the old cobbler 
whistled for his pay at the front till 
patience wore out and he went away. 

A German named Urban delivered a 
lot of geese, and was given an ate Fa 
on Butcher Gross for the money. Gross 
refused to pay and Urban could not 
recover his geese. Another man de- 
livered a cow and a calf, for which he 
got no pay, and still another delivered 
a sewing machine on trial, which he 
could neither get back nor get any 
one to pay for. Groceries, ice cream, 
‘wood, clothing and various other 
things were delivered in like manner, 
but when a collector was sent to the 
house, no one would open the door, 
Policemen and constables haunted the 
place day and night for several weeks, 
for the purpose of levying attach- 
ments or search warrants, but the 
blinds were always drawn, no lights 
were visible at night, and no one 
would open the door, although voices 
could be heard inside. 

Constable Yonkin, armed with a 
warrant for Mrs. Martin’s arrest on 
the charge of embezzlement, went to 
No. 1101. West Adams sireet Tuesday 
afternoon. As usual, he was denied en- 
trance. He found all the doors locked, 
but managed to push the key out of 
one of the locks, and thus gained ad- 
mission. Nobody, except Mrs. Gross 
and a little girl, were at home, so 
Yonkin went away disappointed. 

Yesterday morning Yonkin returned 
to the siege. Again he found. the 
doors locked, and this time the keys

Yesterday afternoon, Officers Sparks 
and Johnson, armed with a_ search 
warrant, and Constable Brown and 
one of his deputies, with a writ of at- 
They 
were reinforced by Officers Cottle and 
Cicotte, but found all the doors se- 
curely locked and barred. No one 
would respond to the demand in the 
name of the law for entrance. An 
unsecured pantry window was found, 
however, and through this Officer 
Sparks wiggled. He found all’ the 
doors braced and nailed on the inside, 
but he soon removed the obstacles and 
let his brother officers in. Mrs. Gross 
was found in bed, pretending that she 
was ‘sick, and her little daughter and 
several dogs were the only other oc- 
cupants of the house. The interior of 
the house was in a state of squalor 
and disorder. A sewing machine and 
empty beer kegs and soda water cases 
were the only articles in evidence that 
the search warrant called for. These 
were confiscated, and Mrs. Gross was 
made a prisoner and takén to the 
City Jail. The little girl was sent to 
some relatives. Mrs. Gross professed 
ignorance as to the whereabouts of 
her son and Mrs. Martin, for whose 
arrest warrants have been issued. 

A new suit of clothes from Jacoby 
Bros. was found in an outhouse by the 
officers. While they were searching 
the premises, a message came from 
Jacoby Bros. to the effect*that a 
young man giving the name of F. Mar- 
tin ordered the clothes sent to No. 
1101 West Adams street yesterday 
morning. They were to be paid for 
on delivery, but no one appeared to be 
at home when the messenger arrived, 
so he left the package in the outhouse 
and called later in the day for’ the 

money. The officers told him to return 
the goods to Jacoby Bros., which he 
did. 

Now that the castle has been stormed 
and taken, the officers express, a de- 
termination to bring Mrs. Martin and 
her accomplices to justice for al- 
leged systematic practice of obtaining 
goods under false pretenses. Thus

THINKS HE IS CHRIST. 


A LIVELY. SCRIMMAGE WITH AN 
INSANE SWEDE. - 
The police and officials at the 

County Hospital had a.lively time with 
a crazy man yesterday morning. The 
lunatic was Carl Berg Nicholas. a 
Swede of giant build and magnificent 
proportions. Nicholas is over six feet 
tall, weighs about 190 pounds, and is 
strikingly handsome. He has a tawny 
beard, and in general appearance re- 
sembles the Christ as pictured by the 
best of the old masters. Nicholas’s 
hallucination is that he is Jesus, and 
that men are persecuting him because 
he is the son of God. 

Being of a devoutly pious nature, 
and hearing his resemblance to the 
Master constantly commented upon, 
Nicholas at last began to imagine that 
he was the reincarnation of the Savior.

sent him to the Police Station on sus- 
picion. of being insane. 

Among the first to call on Nicholas 
in the City Jail was Humane Officer 
Craig, who had Known him for sev- 
eral months. said .the crazy 
man to Craig. “are you in here, too?’ 
Then he went on to say: “I am 
Jesus Christ, and will eat no more 


meat, but will bathe in the water of 
life and be clean forevermore.” He 
continued in this’ strain for some 


time, and finally iincaaadl up with a re- 
quest to exchange his red and green 
garments for a police uniform.  Offi- 
cer Craig asked him to take a ride 
with him to a place where he could 
be accommodated with the sort of 
clothes that he wanted. On this pre- 
text he was inveigled into the County 
Hospital ambulance and driven to the 
institution across the river. When 
conducted into the insane ward, he 
lifted another insane patient out of 
bed and proceeded to cure him by 
laying on of hands. Through pre- 
tense of measuring him for a uni- 
form, the leather muffs were put on 
his hands, so he could do no harm. 
But when his dinner was brought to 
him, he wrenched his hands partially 
free, overpowered Deputy Sheriff Pow- 
ers, knocked down the guard at the 
door of the insane ward, and started 
on a sprint across the hospital grounds. 
Assistant Superintendent Smith, Dr. 
Murrieta, Humane Officer Craig and 
half a dozen other doctors, nurses and 
hospital attendants started in pursuit. 
On being overtaken, Nicholas showed 
fight, and struck viciously at his pur- 
suers. They dodged his blows, and 
after surrounding him, succeeded in 
overpowering him and returned him 
to the insane ward, where they 
strapped him to a bed. All this time 
Nicholas kept on praying, “O Lord, 
forgive them: they know not what 
they do.” After a while he quieted 
down, but his insanity was still ap- 
parent last night. 

Nicholas is an educated man, and of 
such fine physique that he would at- 
tract attention anywhere. He told 
Humane Officer Craig that while in 
Paris several years ago he was at- 
tacked by a mob and suffered injury 
by being struck on the head with a 
stone. It is believed his brain was 
impaired by some physical injury. pos- 
sibly inflicted by a Parisian rioter. 


JAMAICA TREATY FIGHT. 


SENATOR PERKINS TELLS WHAT 
IS BEING DONE. 

The Secretary of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ oe is in re- 
ceipt of a letter from Senator George 
C. Perkins in reply to a dispatch pre- 
senting the resolutions which were 
unanimously adopted by the board of 
directors protesting against the pro- 
posed sections of the Jamaica treaty 
relative to California oranges. 

In reply Senator Perkins says: 

“I bee to ‘acknowledge’ receipt of 
your dispatch presenting the resolu- 
tions which were unanimously passed 
by your association protesting against 
the passage of the proposed treaty be- 
tween the United States and the West 
Indies, and the reciprocity treaty be- 
tween this country ‘and France, and in 
reply would say that ! will today pre- 
sent the same to the Senate for its 
consideration, and have it referred to 


their consideration and final aciion. 
The committee have promised to give 
your special delegate, who is here, a 
hearing, as well as the balance of the 
delegation from California, before they 
report the same back to the Senate 
for its consideration. They have aliso 
promised today to move in executive 
session, that the sea! of secrecy be re- | 
moved from the same, and that the 
treaty be given to the public press, so 
that our people may have the oppor. 
tunity of considering the treaty in ali 
of its phases. 

“In this connection I would say that 
your delegation in Congress from Cali- 
fornia have personally interviewed the 
President and the special commissioner 
plenipotentiary upon the traiff in rela- 
tion to the Jamaica treaty. and it is 
claimed that the full reduction@f duty 
on citrus fruit will amount to only 
$8000, and they do not believe that it 
is possible that it will in any measure 
affect the price of citrus fruits in the 
United States, and in return for this 
small concession the special plenipo- 
tentiary commissioner claims that the 
farmers of the United States will re- 
ceive several hundreds of thousands of 
dollars benefits by commissions made 
on duties heretofore peid in Jamaica 
upon articles that are the products of 
the soil in the United States. 

“I beg to assure you that your dele- 
gation in Congress will spare no effort 
to do all in their power to protect not 
only the citrus fruits that grow £0 
prolifically in our State, but also all 

other products of the soil of Califor- 
nia.”’ 


Free Museum of Science and/ Art. — 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—The Uni- 
versity of Philadelphia free museum of 
science and art, one of the late Dr. 
Pepper's cherished hopes, was formally 
opened today in the presence of sev; 
eral thousand interested people. Im- 
mediately following the presentation to 
the board of trustees of the museum a 
bronze statue of the late Dr. Pepper 
was unveiled. The presentation was 
made by former United State Senator 
George F. Edmunds on behalf of the Dr. 
Pepper Testimonial Committee.

Prices are nom- 
inally 7 to 8 cents, while very choice 
might bring 8% cents. 

The cotton market at New Orleans is 
not so active as it was a while back, 
Buyers have shown but little disposi- 
tion to do business on a 7%-cent basis 
for middling cotton, and factors have 
been forced to reluctantly make con- 
cessions. Receipts of cotton in this 
market continue to fall behind this 
time last year. The sug@r and molas- 
ses market continues strong and act- 
ive. Prices have been very firm, with 
an advancing tendency. Receipts of 
sugar, molasses and syrup are much 
lighter than last year. Many mills 
have already quit grinding for the sea- 
son. The rice market remains strong, 
but not quite so active as it has been, 
as receipts from farms have lately 
fallen to very light figures. Stocks are 
being drawn upon to supply the un- 
ceasing request for clean that emanates 
from the distributive trade. There has 
been a notable stiffening in prices for 
the best grades of rough rice. 


OUTLOOK FOR CHEESE. The 
transactions of the Utica and Little 
Falls cheese markets for the season re- 
cently ended, as Bradstreet’s has it, 
amount to 376,927 boxes, with an aggre- 
gate value of $2,141,115.18, or an increase 
of nearly 25 per cent. in the value of 
the cheese product of mid-central New 
York during the present year; and last 
year’s total was considerably better 
than that of 1897. The highest price ob- 
tained during the year at the Utica 
board was 12% cents, which compares 
with 9% and 11 for 1898 and 1897, re- 
spectively. Seven cents was the lowest 
quotation of the -year;-while it was 6 
cents in 1898 and 6% in 1897. The gen- 
eral average for-the-year was .095 cents, 
as against .0742 in 1898 and .08 in 1897 
The secretary of the Utica board ex- 
presses the view that inasmuch as it 
seems that the output of cheese is des- 
tined to be more limited than hereto- 
fore, while the demand will naturally 
increase with-the increase of popula- 
tion, it is reasonable to believe that 
cheese-making will be a profitable 
branch of the dairy industry for a num- 
ber of years to come. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


NAMES OF TEA. Like the word 
“tea” itself, the names of ‘the various 
“chops” or brands of tea appear to 
have come into English from dialetic, 
says the Merchants’ Review, rather 
than from literary Chinese, says 
a writer in Notes and Queries. 
This is ‘now so generally ~ recognized 
that the Century Dictionary derives 
Pekoe from the Cantonese Pakhao 
(the name given to this tea at Amoy, 
Pekho, is still nearer,) while the “H. 
E. D.” notices that ‘“‘Bohea” cannot

| ducks, 


possibly come from the standard Chi- 
nese Wu-i, but must be from _ the 
dialect of Fuhkien, in which province 
the Bohea Hulls are situated where 
this kind of tea is grown. Neverthe- 
less, in both these dictionaries there 
are cases in which the neglect of this 
principle has led to error. Thus the 
“H. E. DD.” under Congou derives it 
from the standard Chinese Kung-Fu 
(which happens also to be Cantonese 
spelling;) “the omission of the ‘f,’”’ we 
are told, “is the foreigners’ corruption.” 
It is nothing of the kind. The Amoy 
name of this tea is Kong-Hu, so that 
the omission of the ‘“f’’ is due to the 
local Chinese dialect. The Century 
again derives Twankay from the 
standard Chinese Tun-chi; the 
Amoy Tun-ke is nearer, and the Can- 
tonese Tun-Kei nearer still, its second 
syllable being absolutely the same in 
sound as the English. The Twankay 
is a stream in the east of the province 
of Nganhwui, where Twankay § tea 
grows. The Century also derives 
Souchong from the standard Chinese 
Siao Chung, yet it directs the name 
to be pronounced in the French man- 
ner (with the first syllable like - the 
French word sou,) which can only rep- 
resent the Cantonese Siu-Chung. Older 
dictionaries, such as Walker, Jones 
and Jameson, give another pronuncia- 
tion (with the first syllable pronounced 
like sow,) which might be derived from 
the standard Chinese, though it might 
also be the Amoy form Siao-Chiong. 
While it will be seen that both pro- 
nunciations of Souchong are correct, 
the parallel name Powchong can only 
be pronounced one way; the first 
syllable rhymes with sow. In the 
Cantonese orthography we write it 
Pao-Chung, in that of Amoy Piao- 
Chiong.

NEW YORK MARKBTS. 


SHARES AND MONEY. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—The = stock market 
gave a demonstration of improved tone and 
nerve in the spirit with which it accepted a 
slump of 18% points in Brooklyn Transit, ac- 
conypanied by sympathetic weakness in other 
stocks allied to it. It cannot be said that 
this violent decline was viewed with indif- 
erence, for it effectually checked the advanc- 
ing. tendency in the general market, and 
worked a reaction extending over two points 
in a number of standard railroad stocks and 
from 4 to 7 points in some of the industrials. 
Thanks to the earlier rise in the market, how- 
ever, and the rally following the slump, net 
losses are in nearly all casés small, and. some 
substantial net gains are shown by important 
stocks. The break in Brooklyn Transit’ was 
attributed to the forced liquidation of a large 
inside account, concerning which many un- 
favorable rumors of Monday were revived in 
full force and exaggerated by the bears with 
a view to breaking the market. At this time 
last year, after a notable advance, the stock 
sold at about 72c, and by April of this year, 
it touched the high level at 157 without eve: 
having paid a dividend. In the demoralization 
which followed the sudden death of ex-Gov. 
Flower, the organized efforts to support and 
save the market converged upon the stock and 
kept it above par. The tone of the market 
during the early hours was nearly normal, ex- 
cept that trading was active and fluctuations 
rather wide. Prices had advanced and re- 
ceived an additional impulse upward with the 
announcement of the increase in New York 
Central's dividend rate, that stock rising to 
130’. Extreme declines from the high level 
in other than Brooklyn Transit were: Sugar, 
74a; Federal Steel, 6; People’s Gas, Manhat- 
tan and Tennessee Coal about 5, and Tobacco 
and Metropolitan, 4. The weakness in rail- 
road. stock, which showed the largest declines, 
could be traced, in part, to the same sources 
as those which were responsible for the break 
in Brooklyn Transit. The declines extended 
to 2 points only, Rock Island, Atchison: pre- 
ferred, Burlington, St. Paul and Louisville. 
In Brooklyn Transit, Sugar, Federal Steel, 
Tennessee Coal and People's Gas, the recov- 
ery reached 3 to 6% points, and it mounted 
from 1 to 2 points all through the list. ‘Its 
vicissitudes since then have been many and 
various, and transactions in it alone have 
gone to make up the bulk of trading on the 
; Stock Exchange on many days. There have 
been single weeks when the total transactions 
in this stock exceeded several fold its total 
capital issue, and it has been the favorite of 
the highly speculative class who delight tn 
manipulation and mystery. Previous to this 
week, its low price for this year had been 
754g. Monday it touched 65% in the general 
demoralization. Today it touched 61 and re- 
bounded 6%. This review of the course of a 
fingle stock is fertile in suggestion of ex- 
planation of whole series of events in this 
week's markets. During the day, when Brook- 
lyn Transit was showing most acute weak- 
ness, the rate for call money was 4 per cent., 
and was in plentiful supply. The rate at no 
time rose above 9 per cent., and in the late 
dealings fell to 2 per cent, or yesterday’s low 
level. During the day an engagement of gold 
for shipment to London was announced, and 
rumors were current of further heavy engage- 
ment to go out Saturday. The announc>ment 
and the prospect seemed to have no effect on 
the local money market. The anomaly of a2- 
per-cent. money rate and gold being allowed 
to go out while stocks are forced to liquida- 
tion at heavy sacrifices warrants no other con- 
clusion than that the security offered for 
loans to carry stocks in some instances is un- 
satisfactory. Such is known to be the case. 
Yesterday's measures of protection and relief 
were still in force today. The market closed 
strong at the rally at mixed net changes.

American Horses in Russia. 
[Cleveland Plain Dealer:] A few 
years ago American horses could start 
in all races in Russia, but they were 
so much faster than the Russian horses 
that they were barred from the big 
races in order to protect their own in- 
terest, but as a majority of Rusian 
horsemen now own American’ horses, 
and more are constantly being bought, 
there is a growing sentiment in. favor 
of their being permitted to start in 
all races except those intended ex- 
clusively for Russian horses. At one 
time it was noted with satisfaction 
that American horses had been pur- 
chased for the Russian imperial studs, 
but recently every horse having Amer- 
ican blood has been removed from 
these studs. Disinterested persons de- 
clare this to be short-sighted policy, 
and say the Americans do not care 
what nationality a horse is, provided 
he is fast, and notwithstanding Amer- 
ican horses are the best trotters in the 
world, there will be a big demand in 
the United States in the near future 
for Russian mares, because after in- 
terbreeding the different families for 
so many years, Americans will be glad 
to get an outcross with trotting blood 

and muscle. 

Horses are driven at a furious rate, 
even through the principal streets. of 
St. Petersburg, there being no limit 
to speed in the city limits, the center 
of the streets, next to the street-car 
tracks, being reserved for fast driving. 
During the winter months single, dou- 
ble and_ three-horse-abreast sleighs 
dash along the streets at three and a 
half and four-minute gaits.

Direct Evidence of the Prosecution 
All in and Witness for Defense Be- 
ing Heard—Effort .o Prove That Mrs.

At the mention 
of her name by Attorney Davis, Mrs. 
Cook started. She moved nervously

SANTA MONICA, Dec. 20.—[Regular 

Correspondence.} The City Trustees 
decid@d Monday to let a five-year con- 
tract to the Santa Monica Electric and 
Power Company for lighting the streets 
of the city by electricity. The com- 
pany’s proposal, as accepted, provides 
for a moonlight echedule. When, ac- 
cording to the almanac, there is to be 
no moon visible the lighting is to con- 
tinue from sunset till 2 a.m. The com- 
pany is to receive $8 per month each 
for thirty-six 2000-candle-power lamps, 
and $6 per month each for lamps in 
excess of that mumber. The City 
Trustees have also decid@f-in favor 
of installing a storage-batfery system 
for maintaining the currents on the 
city fire-alarm circuits. 

The Santa Monica Outlook’s bid for 
publishing city advertising during the 
coming year was accepted at the same 
meeting of the board. The rate is to 
be the same as for the past year: For 
“straight matter,’”’ 50 cents per inch 
for first ingertions, and 40 cents per 
inch for subsequent insertions; for 
“figure work,” 65 cents per inch for first 
insertions, and 50 cents per inch for 
subsequent insertions. 

The City Marshal was instructed to 
enforce the ordinance providing for 
the numbering. of houses in town, and 
the City Engineer was directed to de- 
vise a scheme of uniform numbering 
of cottages on the beach. There is 
considerable confusion caused by the 
beach numbers, as at present arranged. 


PENSION-DAY OFFENDERS. 


The distribution of the quarterly pen- 
sions at the Soldiers’ Home has been 
followed by a more than ordinarily 
large number of intoxicated veterans 
on the streets of this city. Sixteen 
of them who were committing the more 
aggravating disturbances were landed 
in jail and disposed of in the local jus- 
tice courts. Theodore Balsch, who was 
one of the worst of the offenders, was 
taken before City Recorder Wells this 
morning on a charge of disturbing the 
peace. He pleaded guilty, and was 
sent to the County Jail for twenty-five 
days. Some of the magistrates have 
year after year labored with the vet- 
érans, who regularly indulged in quar- 
terly sprees. The labor, as a rule, has 
been apparently unfruitful beyond ob- 
taining from the offenders expressions 
of utter penitence. Each recurring 
pension day would see most of them 
in trouble as before. Still the efforts 
to reform the aged inebriates have not 
been altogether in vain. A few have 
been fairly successful in their efforts 
to keep sober. Only a small proportion- 
ate number of the members of the 
home spend their money for Santa 
Monica liquor, but those few when in- 
toxicated make themselves so con- 
spicuous on the streets that a specta- 
tor is led to believe that there are 
several times as many of them as 
there really are.
